ft had been believed that Mr. 

Darden would carry Princess Anne 

by not less than 1,000 votes. 

The Princess Anne vote was 
1402 for the unsuccessful candi- 
date seeking reelection and 007 
for Mr. Hamilton. A total vote of 
2,022 was reported, but 123 votes 
were thrown out as voidta*.

Temperature Readings for July 
Only 1 . 1 Degrees A boveNormal 

Fantastic Tales of Record Heat Denied by Figures Supplied 
by Monthly Weather Report; Thunderstorms General 
Throughout the Past Month. 



Although fantastic temperature 
readings were reported generally 
throughout the county during 
July, with individual thermo- 
meters said to be running well 
above the 110-degree mark, a high 
of 07 degrees for the month was 
reported this week by the Cape 
Henry Station of the U. S. Weath- 
er Bureau in its monthly meteo- 
rological summary. The highest 
recording was obtained on July 10. 

Nine Days Above 84 

On only nine days of July, ac- 
cording to the summary, did the 
thermometer register 00 degrees, 
with the mean temperature estab- 
lished at 78.0 degrees, 1.1 degrees 
above the normal average for the 
month. Lowest reading for the 
period was set at 62 degrees, on 
July 30. The greatest daily 
range reported occurred on July 
0, when a low reading of 70 de- 
grees later in the day swung to a 
recording of 06 degrees. 

Despite a deficiency of 2.67 



inches in the rainfall normal for 
the month, the long drought of 
the early summer was definitely 
broken during July, when 2.70 
inches of precipitation were re- 
corded. Greater rainfall than that 
reported at the Cape Henry Sta- 
tion was noted in other sections 
of the county, notably in the 
south Virginia Beach area, but 
the general average for the coun- 
ty was similar to that found in 
the monthly statement. The 
greatest downpour during a 24- 
hour period occurred on July 20- 
30. when 1.12 inches of rain fell. 

Thunderstorms General 

Thunderstorms were general 
throughout the month, with 16, 
listed in the report. In all, seven 
days were clear, 13 partly cloudy 
and 11 cloudy. Days on which .01 
inch, or more, of precipitation oc- 
curred totaled 16. 

The prevailing wind blew from 
the southwest, with a total move-

DODSON ELECTED 
TO HEAD LEGION 



Delegation from Local Post 
. Will Soak Convention^ 
Beach Next Year. 



Climaxing a spirited election 
contest in which he won over 
Commissioner of the Revenue 
John Sparrow, his nearest oppon- 
ent, by three votes, Bill Dodson 
last Tuesday night was elected 
commander of Post 113 of the 
American Legion for the coming 
year. Mr. Dodson, whose name 
was placed before the meeting 
from the floor following the nom- 
inating committee's choice of 
Albert Sale, polled nineteen votes 
to sixteen for John Sparrow and 
nine for Albert Sale. 

Sparrow Ruled Ineligible 

Although an official interpreta- 
tion secured from the legion's 
district Judge-advocate ruled that 
the by-laws of the American 
Legion made ineligible the nom- 
ination of an elected government- 
al official for the post of chapter 
commander, Mr. Sparrow insisted 
that his name be kept in the con- 
test, urging his friends and sup- 
porters to vote for him. Election 
of Mr. Dodson was followed by an 
ovation by the legionnaires.

SEASHORE PARK 
AREA ENLARGED 
UNDER NEW PLAN 

Original Parcel of Land Of- 
fered to State Win Be Re- 
tained by Agreement. 



PRICE SET AT $260,000 



Governor to Recommend Pur- 
chase. 



The full area originally intend- 
ed to be included in the Seashore 
State Park north of Cape Henry 
will be retained in the popular 
seaside playground, according to 
the terms of an agreement made 
late last month between the State 
Commission on Conservation and 
Development and the owners of 
the property, the Cape Henry 
Syndicate, which agreement was 
approved this week by Governor 
George C. Peery. 

The agreement, generally re- 
garded as insuring the perman- 
ence of the Seashore Park, reduces 
the price of the 2.373 acres cover- 
ed by the vendor's lien held by the 
State from a proposed $260,000 to 
$158,000, and the commission has 
agreed to pay the $13,000 needed 
to continue /he option now held 
for anothernwo years and recom- 
mend to the General Assembly 
that it appropriate the $158,000 
to acquire the desired property. 
Announcement of the agreement 
was made Tuesday by Wilbur C. 
Hall, chairman of the commission, 
in Richmond. 

Appraisal Board Fixes Price 

The price of $158,000 was fixed 
last month by an appraisal com- 
mittee appointed by Alex W. 
Mosby, Jr., president of the Vir- 
ginia Real Estate Association. The 
committee also recommended that 
the sand contract now operative 
between the Cape Henry Syn- 
dicate and- th»- J c Jones Sand 
Company be allowed to continue 
in effect until June 1, 1042, which 
recommendtaion was accepted by 
the State commission. 

It is understood that Gov. Peery 
has approved the terms of the 
agreement and has agreed to re- 
commend to the General Assembly 
that it appropriate the $158,000 
needed to effect the full purchase 
of the property. Members of the 
commission, assured of the Gover- 
nor's support, are of the opinion 
that the desired action will be 
forthcoming promptly. . 

The addition of the 2,373 acres 
will enlarge the park to approxi- 
mately 3,425 acres. Full use of

In Acreage of Vegetables Sold 

5,782 Acres in Princess Anne Planted in Vegetables Harvest- 
ed for Sale, Exclusive of Potatoes, Latest Bulletin from 
Federal Census Bureau Reveals. 



Vegetables harvested for sale In 
Princess Anne county in 1034 
'totaled 5,782 acres, or slightly bet- 
ter than 6 per cent of the 97,542 
acres listed in the special report 
of the 1935 Federal Farm Census 
released this week by Director 
William L. Austin of the Bureau 
of the Census, Department of 
Commerce. The total acreage re- 
presented a gain of 22,542 acres 
for the entire state over the 1929 
figures, with a similar percentage 
listed for the county as for the 
state. The figures released this 
week include all vegetables grown 
on farms with the exception of 
Irish and sweet potatoes.

1,080 Acres in 

In 1934, the total county acre- 
age of market vegetables includ- 
ed 1,080 acres of snap or string 
beans grown on 192 farms; 691 
acres of cabbages grown on 114 
farms; 108 acres of sweet corn 
grown on 49 farms; 219 acres of 
tomatoes grown on 152 farms; 27 



acres of watermelons grown on 35 
farms, and 3,657 acres of other 
vegetables, exclusive of Irish or 
sweet potatoes, on 536 farms. 
These totals contrasted with the 
State figures as follows: 

14,994 acres of beans grown on 
8.637 farms; 9,968 acres of cab- 
bages grown on 6,083 farms; 5,558 
acres of sweet corn grown on 4,752 
farms; 28,556 acres rt tomatoes 
grown on 13,789 faring 7,892 acres 
of .watermelons grown on 4,929 
farms, and 30,574 acres of all 
other vegetables, excluding Irish 
and sweet potatoes, grown on 10,- 
166 farms. 

Northampton Leads State 

According to the report, North- 
ampton, Accomac, Norfolk and 
Hanover were the four leading 
counties in the state in the acre- 
age of vegetables harvested for 
sale, and reported more than one- 
third of the total acreage in the 
state. Princess Anne county was

MODERN HOUSING 
UNIT PROPOSED 



Motor Court May Be Built 
Here as Part of Giant Na- 
tional Chain. 



Possibility that a modern Motor 
Court, one of several hundred to 
be built in the United States dur- 
ing the next few months, will be 
located in the immediate vicinity 
of Virginia Beach was expressed 
this week by the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, following 
correspondence with the organ- 
ization promoting the novel hOUS- 
iils PlOfcifalll. 

According to the information 
available at this time, the TJ. S. 
Motel Corporation, with main of- 
fices in New York, is engaged 
in building a chain of Motor 
Courts throughout the United 
States. There are two classes of 
units; first, the commercial unit 
consisting of from 36 to 70 cot- 
tages, and the resort unit, such 
as is proposed here, consisting of 
from 36 to 140 cottages equipped 
for housekeeping. 

Six Acres Needed £ 

The ground required for the 
unit suggested tor Virginia Beach 
is six acres or more. It is ex- 
pected that the project will be de- 
veloped either on the Virginia 
Beach, Boulevard or on the Shore 
Drive. 

Sponsors of the Motel program 
plan to make this chain of super 
motor courts the finest in the 
country. Cottages will be air-con. 
ditioned and heated and will be 
equipped with modern, comfort- 
able furniture, rubber tile floor- 
ing, circulating ice water, radio 
and enclosed private garages. 

Each unit features a cafe of 
the better type, a spacious lounge, 
modern rest rooms, a telegraph 
office, a service station and tour- 
ist information bureau and, in the 
resort units, a grocery store. Every 
garage facility desired by the 
motorist will be available on a 
24-hour basis. 

Many of the largest corpora- 
tions in America, it was stated, 
are taking a definite part in de- 
signing, planning and building 
this chain. A large number of 
experts are devoting their entire 
time to provide the comforts and 
conveniences desired by the 
traveler and to serve him with the 
best foods available. 

The Virginia Beach area has 
been surveyed by officials of the 
organisation, and action on the 
local unit is expected shortly. It 
Is expected that the Motor Court 
would be operated on an all-year 
basis.

the law. She was charged with 
having sold the tickets for Mr. 
Vincent.

W. Ackiss handled the case for 
the State and was assisted by Al- 
fred Anderson, Norfolk attorney, 
who shared honors in the dog 
track trial last summer.

THE DEMOCRATIC PRIMARY 
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It is rather difficult to follow 
newspaper references to Norman 
Hamilton's victory over Colgate 
Darden, present holder of the 
Congressional seat from the Se- 
cond Virginia District, as an "up- 
set." A host of forces far beyond 
the consideration of political fac- 
tions and management were, as 
we see them, wholly responsible 
for the results of last Tuesday's 
election. 

First, rightly or wrongly, the 
prestige of Mr. Roosevelt still cuts 
a tremendous figure with the mass 
of voters in this immediate area. 
Colgate Darden, while in sym- 
pathy with many of the aims of 
the New Deal, yet found the cour- 
age of his convictions and spoke 
out or, more deadly still, voted 
•gainst those measures which to 
Ills mind — as in the opinion of 
many thousands — were contrary 
to American ideals of Democracy 
and out of harmony with the 
basic practices of true American 
Jiving. His independence was 
•commendable, but it was poor fuel 
to bring to the political fires 
-which were kindled in the Roose- 
velt camp. 

Mr. Hamilton, as an outspoken 
and non-critical admirer of the 
President, sailed to victory upon 
the coattails of his party leader. 
By promising un deviating support 
to the Chief Executive and his 
program, he captured the votes 
«f many to whom the local poli- 
tical Issues meant nothing at all, 
And he, together with many an- 
other office-seeker up for election 
this fall, will reach his goal by 
"virtue of that same expressed al- 
legiance. 

We do not mean to Impute to 
Mr. Hamilton any less honesty 
than that which we profess to see 
In his defeated competitor. We 
mean, simply, that his was the 
food fortune to believe as does 
America's popular idol of the 
moment, and, by hitching his 
-wagon to the star of the major- 
ity's choice, his was a more easy 
passage than was that of the man 
-who could not see eye-to-eye with 
the Rooseveltian philosophy. 
When Mr. Hamilton refers to 
himself as the "people's choice," 
be does so with no display of 
boastfulness and without undue 
ostentation. 

Another fact behind his success 
in Tuesday's primary is the ever- 
present clamor for change in 
elected leadership. Where no 
Quays or Penroses are in evidence 
to whip the electorate into line, 
there is ever-present that un. 
founded and, often, foolish desire 
for change. It is present today in 
much of the to-do that surrounds 
Alf Landon; it clothed Mr. Hoover 
four years ago, just as it has 
clothed most every political leader 
that has appeared upon the na- 
tional horizon. Perhaps it is the 
eft referred to "pioneer spirit" of 
the great American public which 
produces such: at any rate, it is 
to common factor in our political 

lire. 

Yet another reason behind Mr. 
Darden 's defeat was his own poli- 
tical aloofness. He was not the 
typical politician and his promises 
were those made from a base of 
sincerity. He refused to cajole 
self-regarded important groups 



sought to worry him need- 
with their selfish complaints 
and, while he did many things 
'which have reflected credit upon 
him and gave ample evidence of 
his interest to the several com- 
munities of the Second Virginia 
District, yet he refused to promise 
that which he could not fulfill 
and, as a consequence, he lost 
votes which might otherwise have 
been his. 

These factors, added to the 
spirit and enthusiasm evidenced 
by the Hamilton workers, resulted 
in Mr. Hamilton's nomination. He 
enters the November fight from a 
battleground that has been torn 
asunder by the heat and fury of 
the primary campaign, yet we 
have little doubt that he will find 
the means to repair much of the 
damage and present a reasonably 
united front to those who would 
bring about the election of Rear- 
admiral Stickney. 

Mr. Hamilton, while new to 
political life as a figure in the 
forefront, knows the ways of 
politics and possesses the means 
to heal any breaches which have 
been made during the campaign 
Just closed. We believe that he 
possesses the ability to give ex- 
cellent representation to the peo- 
ple of this district in Congress, 
we believe that his is a very sincere 
desire to be of great service, and 
our heartiest good wishes go out 
to him as he begins the fight 
which must carry him into the 
seat of 'his Democratic predeces- 
sor. ,

At The Water's Edge 

By mW SEIWELL 



THE NATIONAL GUARD 
ENCAMPMENT 



This week, Virginia's National 
Guard, together with reserve 
troops from several additional 
states, is engaging in its annual 
battle practice somewhere in the 
wilds of central Pennsylvania. The 
plan of bottle has been carefully 
sketched, and even as we write, 
the troops are marching and 
counter-marching over the Quaker 
State's terrain in quest of an im- 
aginary enemy. It is a time of 
serious study, of instruction by 
master minds in the repelling of a 
possible enemy invasion from be- 
yond our shores. 

Yet, as we see it, the whole set- 
up is somewhat foreign to reality. 
Should war come— and in these 
times of general unrest there is no 
certainty that it will not come— 
the rolling country of central 
Pennsylvania represents, not the 
first nor second line of defense, 
but merely a place of refuge for 
women and children or a harbor 
for troops routed from the strate- 
gic positions and forced to flee 
from a victorious enemy. The 
tactics utilized most successfully 
in such a terrain are not those 
which wduld be most effective at 
the probable points of attack, and, 
as a consequence, the whole 
maneuver appeals to us as unwise- 
ly situated. 




Germany, when such concentra- 
tions are in order, studies the tac- 
tics most useful in defending the 
Rhine and its other boundaries; 
Austrians and Italians take to tl 
Alps for battle practice; Rui 
masses its troops along its easteri 
border, and Japan draws up its 
forces at the very windows of 
China. Here, for these nations, 
are the salient points of attack, 
and no reservist can finish his 
course of training until he has 
familiarized himself with the con- 
ditions that exist in those areas. 
Retreat may make necessary an 
inner position, but the thought of 
war is the thought of victory, and 
it is at the most likely scene of 
trouble that the armed forces are 
trained. 

For purposes of propaganda and 
as a sop to its nationals, Italy 
parades its troops' through the 
streets of ancient Rome; Russia 
masses her forces in Red Square 
and the famous Unter der Linden 
echoes to the tramp of the goose- 
stepping Nazis. But this is no 
more than a parade, a demonstra- 
tion of strength, for the true 
maneuvers are held within the 
range of strong forts, to that ter- 
ritory which looms as the most 
likely point of attack. 



ports lack the stamp of authentic- 
ity. 

Together with those military 
experts who have spoken in favor 
of the enlarging of the local camp 
we visualise a training ground of 
Suitable size for regimental tactics 
and the annual staging of huge 
concentrations in this area. It 
is our thought that not many 
years wU pass before this desir- 
able type of concentration is 
achieved, when land, sea and air 
forces unite in spectacular and 
practical maneuvers designed sole- 
ly as a defense against a possible 
invader. If we- must have this 
warlike preparation, then let us 
have it in that country which 
looms as the most probable point 
of attack. The mountains of cen- 
tral Pennsylvania, ho more than 
the plains of Kansas, are such 
likely spots.

Thus, it is our belief, though we 
know little of military plans or 
practices, that the maneuvers of 
the Third Corps Area should be 
held in this immediate section of 
the Atlantic seacoast country. 
Here, at the entrance of the Ches- 
apeake and to the country north- 
ward to New York, lies our first 
line of defense and, indeed, the 
section allotted to the Third Corps 
troops for action to time of war. 
Should this area, which includes 
Washington, Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia and New York, be cut off by 
a successful invader, the rest of 
the nation is paralysed, for here 
are the nerves and heart of these 
United States. 

We have maintained before— 
and the argument is not our own 
but that supplied by competent 
military authorities and tacti- 
cians—that the Virginia Military 
Encampment located at the south 
end of Virginia Beach represents 
the finest training ground possible 
to be found in this entire terri- 
tory. Its terrain is that of the 
entire coastal country, it is strate- 
gically located for practical battle 
practice, it is within easy distance 
of the air, land and sea forces as- 
signed to protect the populous 
east and it is, repeating ourselves, 
the actual territory assigned for 
defense to these troops now en 
camped at Indiantown Gap. 



The Virginia Beach Chamber 
of Commerce, during the off- 
season of tourist activity, might 
well and profitably bestir itself to 
work for the enlargement of the 
local camp site through both State 
and Federal agencies. Aside from 
the very apparent value of such 
a concentration ground in time of 
war, the annual training periods 
would mean substantial increases 
to patronage for all local business 
interests, both from those en- 
camped here and from those who 
would come as a result of the 
widespread publicity accorded the 
military development. It is our 
thought that such a development, 
from an advertising point of view, 
would rank second to the un- 
voted charm of our local sea- 
ore. 

We have no desire to bore our 
readers with repeated lectures on 
the value of an enlarged Rifle 
Range, as the > State project is 
popularly known, but it does ap- 
peal to us as a logical effort to 
be put forth by local interests in 
behalf of local development. Many 
may look with little or no inter- 
est upon the project as a military 
safeguard, but none may deny its 
value from the point of view of 
financial return. Even the mini- 
mum-sized encampment of past 
years have been demonstrably 
profitable, and its curtailment 
this year will detract from the 
maximum return of the vacation 
season that might be otherwise 
expected. 

Serious thought of this project 
by local interests is desirable. 
Whether or not any material de- 
velopment will be forthcoming will 
depend, we believe, upon the at- 
titude of this community and up- 
on the efforts expended by its 
leaders to insure the enlargement 
of the State camp.

John Stewart Bryan, Richmond 
publisher and president of the 
College of William and Mary at 
Williamsburg, Virginia, is to South 
America. He has made a tour of 
Ecuador, Peru, Chile and Argen- 
tina and is now spending a week 
at Buenos Aires as a guest of 
Alexander W. Weddell, another 
Virginian who is United States 
Ambassador to Argentina. 

Arriving at Buenos Aires, Mr. 
Bryan said that in the countries 
he had visited he had found an 
increasing attitude of good will to- 
ward the United States. "Numer- 
ous sources have told me," he ad- 
ded, "that the good-neighbor 
policy of President Roosevelt to- 
ward Latin America is even more 
beneficial to mutual understand- 
ing than has been realized gener- 
ally and that Mr. Roosevelt is con- 
sidered the best friend of North 
America and South America 
alike." ' 

Mr. Bryan remarked also that 
Secretary of State Hull's recipro- 
cal trade program and his parti- 
cipation in the Pan-American 
Conference at Montevideo in 1933 
have created an excellent reaction 
throughout South America. The 
visiting Virginian finds that Se- 
cretary Hull "has done and Is do- 
ing outstanding work which is re- 
flected fully in South America," 
and that that part of the world to 
general seems to be on the up- 
grade economically. 

This report will be gratifying to 
the people of the United States, 
the mass of whom have been 
wholly out of sympathy with the 
policy of past Administrations of 
interfering to the internal affairs 
of Latin-American countries. That 
policy, the main purpose of which 
was the protection of American 
investments, cost the lives of 
many Americans and earned for 
the "Colossus of the North" the 
distrust and ill will of those coun- 
tries. For it the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration has substituted the 
good-neighbor policy with results 
that are highly pleasing. Good 
wiU toward the United States is 
one of the results. Another is in- 
creasing trade between this na- 
tion and those to the south, which 
is beneficial to all. 

There now is to progress in 
Spain a rebellion or a revolution 
which endangers American lives. 
If there is any American property 
there it may also be in danger. 
But we are not landing a vast 
army of marines in Spain prac- 
tically to take charge of the situa- 
tion, we are sending battleships 
to Spanish ports to afford a re- 
fuge to American citizens, who 
have been notified to seek safety 
on these vessels. This is the plan 
we propose to follow to the future 
if and when there shall be an up- 
rising or insurrection in another 
country on our own continent. 

It is well worth while to have 
the friendship and good will of the 
peoples of the Latin-American 
Republics. It is well worth while 
to respect their sovereignty, to 
deal with them as nation to na- 
tion, to Uve on equal terms with 
them and trade with them. And 
this is only one of the many 
worthwhile things the present Ad- 
ministration has done that the 
public may forget.— Bristol Herald 
Courier.

You've heard the story of 1 
farmer who went to New York 
see the sights and spent threrfk 
days in the Union Station . . . well « 
it took us two hours to get out of 
one annex of the agricultural 
building. 

You can take this for gospel, 
the U. S. Government is the big- 
gest industry on earth. There Is 
one building to Washington with 
ten miles of corridors; and these 
corridors are exclusively peopled 
by Senators' nieces at typewriters 
whose chief duty is to tell all 
comers, "Mr. Jones will be back 
Monday, any message." 

Take the agricultural building, 
for instance, the new one they're 
putting up to house the assistant 
co-ordinators.

No 
wonder they never get any work 
done, there. By the time they get 
back from lunch it's time to go 
home for dinner. 

And remember this is Just one 
department to a highly depart- 
mentalized administration. They're 
connecting these buildings now 
with enclosed bridges and tunnels. 
When this great work is complet- 
ed, a determined walker could 
walk a distance equal to five times 
around the world and never leave 
government property or see the 
light of day. 

Someday, perhaps we'll have 
one of these so-called "economy 
administrations" pledged to prune 
the federal pay-roll to reasonable 
proportions. We don't envy Uil_, 
the task. You can't fire 'em till 
you find 'em; and it would takV 
at least four years for searching 
parties to locate 'em all. 

Cynics say that it won't be long 
before we're all working for the 
government. Well if we must we 
must. But we're serving notice 
right now, we won't live in Wash- 
ington. What chance would an 
absent-minded newspaper editor 
have in getting home o* nights In 
a town where even the taxi-cab 
drivers get lost.

August opened with general 
trade conditions throughout the 
country on an upward trend, re- 
ports to the Department of Com- 
merce from all sections indicated. 
While the drought and extremely 
hot weather continued in some 
sections the effect on trade was 
not as pronounced as might have 
been expected. As July came to 
an end crop conditions in many 
areas were more favorable due to 
the fan of abundant nuns. 

Lodisville, for example, reported 
that tobacco in all districts had 
responded nicely to rain and that 
the prospects for a good crop 
were greatly improved. Rains, the 
same report stated, had put new 
life into growing crops throughout 
the district. Minneapolis reported 
that the general business in the 
drought affected areas was con- 
tinuing surprisingly good. Georgia 
reported the state's first bale of 
cotton sold. From the same city 
it was learned that the Georgia 
tobacco crop is estimated at 75,. 
360,000 pounds, exceeding the 1935 
crop by approximately 4.500.000. 
St. Louis reported that general 
retail trade was well sustained hi 
most sections with soldiers' bonus 
money still stimulating a number 
of lines. 9 

Some Cancellations Noted 
Cleveland reported that some 
small cancellations of Fall orders 
in the wholesale trade have come 
from the drought zone to the 
Norflhwesty Chicago wholesale 
trade was reported moving in good 
volume. Orders sent in by road 
salesmen continued to be large, 
except in certain sections adverse- 
ly affected by the drought. 

Reports from various cities in- 
dicated that building activities are 
being sustained at high levels. 
Atlanta, for example, reported a 
small building boom with 277 
homes and 4 apartments under 
construction at an estimated cost 
of $2,600,000. In San Francisco 
it was reported that lumber pro- 
duction was being stimulated by 
heavy building activities as re- 
flected by 18% larger half year 
shipments of pine compared with 
the corresponding 1935 period, in 
Pittsburgh, it was said, that the 
initial releases of steel require 
ments for 1937 automobiles have 
begun to make their appearance 
with the indication that orders 
will be received in volume by the 
end of August. Tin plate mills 
are operating at about 95% of 
capacity, sheet mills 70%, and 
other finishing mills 60 to 70%. 
It was reported to Pittsburgh that 
surplus freight cars which were in 
the neighborhood of 631,000 to 
1931 are now down to 191.000. 

Great interest was being shown 
in the Pacific northwest in con- 
nection with a resettlement pro- 
ject involving the expenditure of 
more than $20,000,000 and affect- 
ing lands in Southern Oregon and 
Northern California. The project 
has received the approval of state 
administrators of WPA and has 
been referred to the Federal co- 
ordinator. The first step contem- 
plates the construction of a rail- 
road from Grant's Pass. Oregon, 
to-Crescent City, California, at a 
cost of over $7,000,000. The chief 
interest in the project lies to the 
fact that it would provide homes 
for over 10,000 families from vari- 
ous drought affected sections of 
the country.

In modern world literature Sig- 
rid Undset has reached a position 
which makes it safe to resurrect 
her Juvenilia. With "Kristin 
Lavransdatter" and '"The Master 
of Hestviken" and other books 
known all over the world, with the 
Nobel Prize award in 1928, with 
her acceptance as a modern 
classic by most readers, the time 
has come for us to be given ma- 
terials which will make possible a 
study of her growth as an artist, 
and such is "Gunnar's Daughter." 
Published in Norway In 1909 and 
never before translated into Eng- 
lish, this little book has been lost 
in the shadow of her later and 
more ambitious novels. 

This is not to say that "Gun- 
nar's Daughter" is negligible to 
itself. It is a charming book, but 
it is obviously apprentice work. 
It is not modern in any sense, nor 
does it show the stamp of indivi- 
duality. The story, in its own 
right, is not particularly engross- 
ing or significant. One gets the 
impression that the author, when 
she wrote this novel, thought she 
know how she wanted to write a 
story but had not yet become real- 
ly interested in what she was go- 
ing to say. 8he wanted to write 
something more or less in the 
manner of the old Northern sagas, 
and in many ways "Gunnar's 
Daughter" is strikingly like some 
of the Icelandic sagas in manner 
and tone, with the humor soften- 
ed and with the external form of 
the thing more self-conscious and 
deliberate. Taken for what it is, 
however, it is extremely well 
executed.

mean while has not prospered. His 
wife and children have all died 
and he has become a homeless 
wanderer.

Perhaps Frau Undset proceeds 
too casually, or perhaps, as sug- 
gested above, her interest in what 
she was saying was only second- 
ary to the manner to which she 
wanted to say it. Whichever way 
that may be, "Gunnar's Daugh- 
ter" is both a charming little story 
and a significant forerunner of 
the author's later and greater 
work. It catches enough of the 
primitive enjoyment of a story 
just as a story, also, for almost 
anybody to find it very pleasant 
reading.

Can anything bring forth more 
hearty approval these days than 
the sight of a tan frosted, tinkling 
glass? Experimenting with dif- 
ferent mixtures is almost as much 
fun as serving them. Beware of 
sameness in drinks— here it is as 
easy to fall into a rut as it is in 
our other routine household tasks. 

The summer standbys — iced 
coffee and iced tea. — deserve care- 
ful making; double or triple 
strength is preferable as ice di- 
lutes them. Make fresh and pour 
hot on ice cubes. Whipped cream 
is a good item to remember with 
the iced coffee— and don't forget a 
sprig of mint and lemon slices 
with your tea. 

Mix several fruit juices and let 
them ripen into a perfect whole 
by storing the blend for an hour 
or more in the refrigerator. Use 
sugar syrup; sugar never dissolves 
properly in cold liquids. Chocolate 
syrup is a good bet, too. Shake 
it up with soda water and a scoop 
of ice cream for chocolate ice 
cream soda, with milk for iced 
chocolate, or with coffee for Rus- 
sian chocolate. 

Pineapple fist 

For two tall glasses, blend the 
juice of one large lemon or two 
limes, one-half cup unsweetened 
pineapple Juice and four teaspoons 
sugar. Pour over crushed ice and 
fill glasses with ginger ale. 
Raspberry Julep 

Boil one-half cup sugar and one 
half cup water together for 5 
minutes. Cool, add 1 can grape- 
fruit juice, one-quarter cup lemon 
juice, and three-quarters cup rasp- 
berry Juice. Chill thoroughly. 
Pour over cracked ice in tall 
beverage glasses. 

Maple Lemonade 

Blend the Juice of two lemons, 
four* tablespoons maple syrup and 
two cups cold water. Pour into 
four glasses half filled with crush- 
ed ice. Add dash of Angostura to 
each glass. 



Jake Shake 
Just shake lightly one can 
chilled tomato juice and half as 
much fresh milk. Pour in glasses 
and add a dash of ground cloves 
to each service. 

Hi-La 
— It's gay, this bridge punehr-^r 
eight, blend one-half cup lemon 
juice, one cup orange juice and 
one grenadine or raspberry syrup. 
Let ripen for an hour or more in 
a closed jar in the refrigerator. 
Then add four cups* water and one 
small bottle dry ginger all. Add 
ice cubes and, if liked, a sprig of 
fresh mint. 

Sixteen Punch 
Mix one cup cut peaches, one 
large can crushed pineapple, one 
cup seeded green grapes, one quart 
strong tea, the Juice of four 
lemons and eight oranges. Add 
three quarts water, one quart 
charged water or ginger ale, and 
sugar syrup to taste. Add a bot- 
tle of maraschino cherries and 
their juice and one cup finely cut 
bananas. Pour on ice and de- 
corate with slices of orange.

IF you lire by the sea, lake or river, 
or when you apend time by them 
for health and recreation, don't for- 
get that yon are In a snapshootera' 
paradise. 

Always where there is water, by 
it or on it, there are presented to 
the amateur picture-taker scenes of 
charm, beauty, action and human In- 
terest, as subject and background 
for eye-delighting photographs. The 
ocean suit, the mirrored calm of 
still waters In bay and inlet, the 
beauty ot shore lines, seaport vil- 
lages nestling at the water's edge, 
shadowed wharves, majestically 
moving steamships, speeding motor 
craft, graceful sailing yachts heel- 
ing to the wind, the men of the sea 
doing their salty tasks, and. Inland, 
much the same scenes on lake and 
river— what more in opportunity for 
the camera enthusiast T 

In addition, where there la water, 
one seldom has to complain of lack 
of light, even on the stormiest day, 
for water is a natural sometimes 
daitling, reflector. Indeed, It yon 
will take note, color tones ot mast 
everything that composes the scenic 
frame of bodies of water are more 
brilliant — bluer, greener, redder, 
yellower, whiter — than In land- 
scapes. Chances for clear, sharp pic- 
tures are the best 

This orer-sumciency of light Is 
something to allow for when yon are 
making pictures ever the water on 
bright days. Beware the large stop 



opening. Just as you squint your 
eyes on the water, the diaphragm of 
the lens generally must be stopped 
down to a small opening to keep It 
from letting In too much light 

Cameras with fast lenses and ul- 
tra-rapid shutters are decidedly an 
advantage on the water, as else- 
where, because, when yon want a 
close-up of a racing motor boat or 
the dive of a bathing beauty, ths re- 
quired extra speed Is available, but 
the Inexpensive fixed focus box type 
of camera does a splendid Job with 
many marine scenes. Its average of 
clear, sharp pictures over bright 
waters Is high. Good enlargements, 
too, may usually be obtained from 
the negatives. The second or smaller 
stop opening Is ths one t*» use where 
light is so intensely reflected. 

Aboard steamships and sailing 
yachts are wonderful chances with 
any camera for striking angle shots, 
up or down, of funnels, sails and rig- 
ging, with cloud-studded sky or 
whitecaps as a background.

Claims of the National Associa- 
tion of Audubon Societies that 
drought in mid-western states has 
so imperilled North America's wild 
duck supply that President Roose- 
velt should prohibit all duck hunt- 
ing this fall are based on "false 
premises," is is charged by John 
C. Huntington, vice-president of 
the More Game Birds Foundation. 

"The drought in the Dakotas — 
and also in southern parts of Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba which the association ne- 
glects to consider — could jjot af- 
fect* more than eight per cent of 
the total duck population in this 
vast prairie nesting region." Mr. 
Huntington declares. 

Area Held Unaffected 

"Over 90 per cent of the wild 
duck crop in this region comes 
from areas unaffected by drought, 
extending north through the Can- 
adian provinces to Resolution, 
Northwest Territories. Reports 
received by the Foundation from 
qualified Canadian observers in 
this unspoiled country, and just 
confirmed by field men of the U. 
8. Biological Survey, indicate a 
uniform increase in the wild duck 
crop this year. 

"Admittedly drought has again 
taken a toll of this year's duck 
hatch in North and South Dakota, 
but Mr. John H. Baker, spokes, 
man for the Audubon Association, 
adroitly chooses to disregard the 
substantial increase in the num- 
ber of ducks hatched this spring 
throughout the entire prairie re- 
gion. 

Game Said Plentiful 

"As a result of this increased 
hatch, and despite the drought. 
Game and .Fish Commissioner 
Arthur I. Peterson, of North 
Dakota, in a telegraphic report to 
the Foundation, estimates the pre- 
sent wild duck population of his 
state as 2.258,420. This is almost 
double that of 1935. The South 
Dakota Game and Fish Depart- 
ment reports the present supply 
to be the same as last year. 

"The absurdity of advocating a 
closed season on waterfowl be- 
cause of the 1936 drought would 
be humorous, were it not for the 
tragic effect success of such a 
drive would have upon thousands 
of families. 

"A closed season would result in 
throwing out of employment ap- 
proximately 50,000 men who de- 
pend for a living jupon supplying 
services and goods used in one of 
America's most popular outdoor 
sports. The disrespect for game 
laws which an unwarranted closed 
season would generate would savor 
of our recent experiment with 
prohibition. 

"Mr. Baker's claims bring into 
high relief the tactics employed by 
the National Association of Audu- 
bon Societies In its campaign to 
prohibit the sport of wildfowling," 
Mr. Huntington concludes.

RATE REDUCTION 
FILED BY A.T.&T. 



Cut in Long Distance Tolls Is 
Seventh Proposed Over Ten 
Years Period. 




The seventh rate reduction in 
ten years affecting interstate long 
distance calls was filed July 31 by 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company with the Federal 
Communications Commission to 
take effect September 1, 1936. 
This reduction, as was the pre- 
vious t>ne in January, is made 
possible by the present upward 
trend in long distance usage and 
by the operating results from the 
Bell System's policy of continuous 
development and research to as- 
sure the public the maximum ser- 
vice at the lowest cost consistent 
with the financial safety of the 
business^ During the ten years 
the station-to-station rate from 
New York to San Francisco has 
come down from $16.50 to $7.50 
and the New York-Chicago rate 
from $4.65 to $2.50. 

Savings to long distance users 
from this latest rate reduction are 
estimated at $6,000,000 annually. 
In addition, similar rate reduc- 
tions to be made by many of the 
Associate companies of the Bell 
System will bring the total savings 
to the public to more than $7,350,- 
000 a year. 

Toll Is Reduced 

The new rates filed by the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph 
Company reduce the cost of long 
distance calls for distances of 
more than 240-miles. For example, 
the new schedule will reduce the 
station-to-station day rate for 
three minutes on a Washington- 
Cleveland call from $1.45 to $1.30 
and the rate on a New York-San 
Francisco call from $9 to $7.50.

Declining Efficiency of Cars 
Held Basis of Many High- 
way Accidents. 



"Drunken" automobiles — not 
drunken drivers — are responsible 
for approximately 60.000 motor 
accidents a year in the United 
States according to estimates ob- 
tained from police and public 
safety officials of 342 towns and 
cities in 13 states. Lowest esti- 
mate by officials in any, state was 
36.000 and many individual of- 
ficials charged auto "intoxication" 
with more than 100,000 motor 
mishaps annually. 

The inquiry, made by letter, 
asked what percentage of accidents 
in the opinion of the police chiefs 
queried, could be attributed to the 
declining efficiency of automobiles 
which shows itself in lost com- 
pression and lost acceleration. Op- 
portunity was given to check per. 
centages from one to ten and 
"More than ten percent." Sines 
there are approximately 1,000,000 
auto accidents annually in the 
United States one percent repre- 
sents 10.000 accidents. 

Testa Made la New Jersey 

The investigation was made be- 
cause recent tests, near Toms 
River. N. J., and elsewhere, have 
indicated that motorists, by rea- 
sonable attention to lubrication 
and use of high film strength oil, 
can very nearly eliminate lost 
compressic.i and lost acceleration 
due to wear. No statistics have 
been available heretofore regard- 
ing the importance of this factor.

It is not to be a perman- 
ent publication of the Chamber, 
he said, but will be used to furnish 
information until the National 
Park Service of the Department 
of the Interior has completed its 
permanent publication on the

Map Is Included 

Besides the text, the booklet in- 
cludes a map showing the location 
of the Park and a Log of the Sky- 
line Drive, giving distances from 
point to point along it. The map 
shows all ways of getting into the 
park and sections ^of the Shenan- 
doah and Piedmont "valleys. The 
historical angle of the develop- 
ment is covered and something is 
told of the history of the area and 
its surroundings. 

Mr. Lassiter states in his article 
that development of the park is 
being carried forward with a view 
of entertaining a contemplated 
quota of 1,000,000 visitors a year. 
Many Visitors Checked 

"Since the opening of the cen- 
tral section of the drive in Sept- 
ember, 1934, there have been 800,- 
000 visitors to the Park," he said. 
"Monthly travel has varied from 
approximately 1,000 in January 
and February, who probably came 
to ski on the snowy slopes, to more 
than 100,000 in October. The

AV1NGS BONDS' 
ALE INCREASING 

One-Half Billion Dollar Murk 
Pinged Last Month, Trea- 
sury Chief States. 



Wayne C. Taylor, Acting Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, announced 
this week that the one-half billion 
dollar mark, maturity value, of 
sales of United States Savings 
Bonds had been passed. 

Savings Bonds were first made 
available on March 1, 1935. For 
the 10 months period from that 
date to the end of the year, pur- 
chases amounted to a maturity 
value of $259,000,000 or an aver- 
age daily sale for each business 
day for that period of approxi- 
mately $1,000,000, maturity; value. 
Purchases from January 1, 1936, 
to July 6, represent maturity value 
of $241,000,000 or an average daily 
sale of approximately $1,535,000 
for each business day, reflecting 
a 50 per cent increase in the aver- 
age daily sales for the year 1936 
over 1935. 

Purchases Increase 

Purchases for the new fiscal 
year beginning the first day of 
July are at an increased rate aver. 
aging a daily maturity value of 
$1,823,700, which is in excess of 80 
per cent increase over the daily 
average sales for the year 1935. 
Average daily sales in July, 1936, 
are approximately 75 per cent 
ahead of average sales for July, 
1935. 

United States Savings Bonds 
may be purchased at all Post Of- 
fices of the first and second 
classes, at most of the third class, 
and at some of the fourth class 
offices or direct-by-mail from the 
Treasurer of the United States, or 
any Federal Reserve Bank. The 
direct-by-mail sales have likewise 
shown a consistent ratio of in- 
crease during the last several 
months. The upward trend of 
sales is apparently due not only to 
increasing numbers of new pur- 
chasers but to the purchases made 
by present owners at regular in- 
tervals. 

Many Bonds Issued 

To date there have been issued 
approximately 1,700,000 Savings 
Bonds. As the limitation of in- 
dividual ownership is restricted by 
law to $10,000, maturity value, is- 
sued during any calendar year, 
the sales have been attained only 
through wide distribution to in. 
vestors throughout the nation. A 
large percentage of the Individuals 
and corporations that purchased 
during the year 1935 the $10,000, 
maturity value, legal limit, have 
purchased a similar amount for 
the calendar year 1936. Many 
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making these maximum purchases 
each calendar year. 

United States Savings Bonds 
are sold in denominations from 
$25 to $1,000, maturity value. The 
$100, maturity value bond — $75, 
purchase price— is proving by far 
to be the most popular, especially 
among those who are purchasing 
Savings Bonds under the new 
Regular Purchase Plan recently 
announced by the Treasury De- 
partment. This plan provides that 
upon request, the Treasury De- 
partment will mail a memor- 
andum statement each week, each 
month, or at other regular inter- 
vals as the purchaser may elect.

As a part of its program to en- 
courage farm ownership, parti- 
cularly by young farmers and ten- 
ants, the Federal Land Bank of 
Baltimore has assisted more than 
500 farmers in the second Federal 
Land Bank district in the pur- 
chase of farm properties during 
the eight months up to June 1, 
1936, lending in excess of $1,100,- 
000 for this purpose. This an. 
nouncement has just been made 
by Chas S. Jackson, president of 
the Federal Land Bank of Balti- 
more. The second district in- 
cludes Delaware, District of Col- 
umbia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, West Virginia and Puerto 
Rico. 

"The percentage of all land 
bank and Land Bank Commis- 
sioner loan proceeds used to pur- 
chase farms increased from 4 per 
cent in the last half of 1935 to 9 
per cent in the first five months 
of 1936," Mr. Jackson said. 
Aids Farm Purchase 

As a move to stimulate farm 
purchasing on a sound basis, the 
Farm Credit Act of 1935 author- 
ized the use of Land Bank Com- 
missioner loans to aid in the pur- 
chase of farms. Previously, Com- 
missioner loans were used almost 
entirely for refinancing existing 
indebtedness. Now, it is a com- 
mon practice for an experienced 
farmer with equipment and a part 
of the purchase price, to obtain a 
first mortgage land bank loan 



"Both land bank and Land 
Bank Commissioner loans are now 
being made on a long-term basis 
with interest rates of 4 to 5 per 
cent, with a temporary interest re- 
duction to 3»' 2 per cent for an in- 
terest payable during the year 
ending June 30. 1937 on' Federal 
Land Bank loans made through 
national farm loan associations,"

The new tract consists of 1,450 
acres fronting on Broad Bay, the 
Harrows and Iinkhorn Bay, south 
of the property now owned by the 
State; 633 acres directly to th< 
north of the tract owned 
south of the Norfolk -Southern 
right-of-way, and 290 acres north 
of the Norfolk-Southern right-of- 
way, and with a beach frontage of 
approximately 7,900 feet which 
Joins that already owned by the 
State. 

The 1,050 acres owned by the 
State was conveyed to the Con- 
servation and Development Com- 
mission in fee simple in August, 
1093, when the additional acreage 
was conveyed subject to a vendor's 
Ben of $200,000 to secure the on- 
paid purchase price, which was 
made payable three years after 
date, or which might be extended 
two years by the payment of $13,- 
000. The extension funds were ap- 
proved by the last General As- 
sembly. 

The Seashore State Park, one of 
six state parks opened this year 
to the general public, has been 
the most popular, the Conserva- 
tion Commission reported recent- 
ly. The cottages erected on the 
property for occupancy at a nom- 
inal figure have been filled since 
the opening date, and more re- 
quests for tenancy have been re- 
ceived than could be filled.

It is on 
this fundamental principle that 
the whole resettlement program Is 
based. All the activities are di- 
rected toward that single vital 
end; to help the American people 
in the proper use of their land. 
The land purchase program re- 
moves unprofitable land from 
cultivation and devotes it to its 
most valuable economic use. Re- 
settlement aids families stranded 
on unprofitable land to move else 
where where they may obtain a 
more satisfactory standard of liv- 
ing, and rehabilitation seeks to 
help those who are living on satis- 
factory land to use this land most 
profitably. For any valuable and 
permanent program for the assist- 
ance of farm families it Is first 
necessary that land be used to the 
best advantage; for land is the 
source of livelihood for farm 
famines.

Approximately $500,000 Spent During Past Five Years by 
Federal and Local Governments on Pest Project; Many 
' Indorse Results of Program. 



Virginia's beach resorts are pro- 
fiting this summer from the rapid 
elimination of the mosquito 
through projects which have cost 
federal and local governments ap- 
proximately $500,000 during the 
past three years. Under the Emer- 
gency Relief Administration, the 
Civil Works Administration and 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion, malarial and pest mosquito 
control projects in several coun- 
ties and two cities of the beach 
area have called for expenditures 
amounting to $493,167.11. 

Letters received at state head- 
quarters of the W. P. A. from 
municipal leaders at the resorts 
indicate that the work has pro- 
duced results. The war agairst 
mosquitoes appears to have been 
a big factor in the present boom 
at the beaches. Referring to the. 
accomplishments of W. P. A. 
laborers on mosquito control pro- 
jects, Mayor Roy Smith, of Vir- 
ginia Beach, recently wrote to 
William A. Smith, state adminis- 



trator: 

Mayor Approves Work 

"I wish to add my endorsement 
to the wonderful work accom- 
plished^? the Seaside WPA camp. 
These men, under the supervision 
which they have had, have done 
exceedingly good work and they 
have been of great benefit to Vir- 
ginia Beach as a resort area and 
to the entire county of Princess 
Anne. Mosquitoes have, nearly 
been eradicated." 

Other letters of commendation 
have come from the Virginia 
Beach Mosquito Control Commis- 
sion and county and city officers.

Princess Anne county has been 
allotted $53,229.53 by the State 
Highway Department for the im- 
provement and maintenance of 
roads in the secondary system 
during the fiscal year which began 
July 1, H. L. Hanger, resident 
engineer, told the Board of Super- 
visors at a special meeting held 
at the Court House last Tuesday 
morning. The board approved the 
highway budget and, upon Mr. 
Hanger's recommendation, re- 
quested the highway department 
to set aside an additional $27,000 
for the reconditioning of county 
roads damaged by last winter's 
storms. 

$44.$$$ Spent, Last Tear 

Exclusive of Federal assistance 
supplied for the farm-to-market 
program, the State Highway De- 
partment expended in Princess 
Anne county last year an approxi- 
mate $44,000. This year's appro- 
priation, while considerably larger 
than that allotted laat f*u, will 
not clear up the heavy damage 
resulting from storms and un- 
usual weather of the past winter, 
Mr. Hanger told the board, ex- 
plaining that not less than the 
requested $27,000 additional must 
be he£ te rcy.xc- local reads- to a 
satisfactory condition. 

Considerable unfavorable reac- 
tion has been expressed to what 
has been termed the "niggardly" 
appropriation set aside by the de- 
partment for road maintenance In 
the county. In normal years, 
when no such conditions existed 
as at present, the funds approved 
for local use have been barely suf- 
ficient to keep some of the more 
important secondary roads In pas- 
sable shape, and, as a conaoqaencc 
Uttle or nothing has been done to 
the primary highways, as heavily 
travelled thoroughfares are there 
are anywhere in the State.

OUTSTANDING PEACH CROP GROWN 
HERE; LARGE DEMAND FOR FRUIT 



fruit-growing belts of the Caro 
Unas and Georgia have been in- 
vited to inspect the bumper peach 
crop raised on the Ozlin farm, 
located on Route $15 just north 
of Oceana, this season. The or- 
chard, which specialises in the 
growing of Georgia Belle peaches, 
is the only farm in a radius of 
250 miles producing this outstand- 
ing brand of fruit. 

The orchard, now in its sixth 
season, produced more than 350 
bushels last summer, all of which 
were sold over the little roadside 
stand that sits beside the high- 
way. The 141 trees now bearing 
fruit will produce a greater quan- 
tity this year. J. T. Phelps, who 
superintends the orchard, stated 
this week, in spite of the loss of 
53 trees last fall. Thus far this 

every available peach I bearing 
grown on the trees has found a state. 



ready market in persons who call 
daily at the farm for the delicious 
fruit. 

Contrasting the local product 
with that produced in the Caro- 
linas and Georgia, Mr. 'v Phelps 
stated that the peaches * grown 
locally are fully one-third larger 
than those grown in the lower 
country and possess all of the 
flavor and full-bodied goodness of 
the other locality. Careful re- 
cords have shown that the Georgia 
Belle matures on the Ozlin farm' 
approximately six weeks before 
the Carolina product is ready for 
the market. 

Farmers residing in the area 
have shown Interest in the* pro- 
gress of the orchard, and it is 
expected that many additional 
trees will be set out in adjoining 
orchards during the coming year. 
Little trouble, it was learned, other 
than the loss from storms, was 
experienced in bringing the fruit- 
trees to their present 



Farmers who plow or disk under 
specified crops as green manure 
will qualify in the East Central 
Region for Class A or soil-build- 
ing payments under the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program, ac- 
cording to H. W. Ozlin. county 
agent. The following rates are 
provided for turning under any of 
the specified crops after the crop 
has attained at least two months' 
growth: 

Rates of Payment 

For soybeans, velvet beans, cow- 
peas, sweet clover, lespedeza or 
crotalaria, plowed or disked under 
between July 1 and October 31, 
the rate is gl',50 per acre." 

For crimson clover, Austrian 
winter peas or vetch plowed or 
disked under between March 1 
and June 1. the rate is (1.50 per 
acre. 

For rye. oarley. wheat. Italian 
rye grass, winter oats or mixtures 
of these plowed or disked under 
between March 1 and June 1. the 
rate is $1 per acre. 

For Sudan grass, millet, sorg- 
hum or sowed corn plowed or 
disked under between July 1 and 
October 31, the rate is $1 per acre. 

Top Limit Set 

Although the above specified 
rates have been approved for soil 
building practices, ggere is a soil 
building allowance, or top limit 
for the soil building payment. 
This top limit is calculated by 
multiplying by $l the number of 
acres of soil conserving crops on 
the farm in 1936. except that if 
this acreage is less than 10 acres 
the soil building allowance is 110. 
For example, on a farm with 60 
acres in soil conserving crops, the 
soil building allowance would be 
$60. The farmer would earn part 
or all of the $60, depending upon 
the amount to which he would be 
entitled for plowing or disking un- 
der any of the specified crops as 
green manure, or carrying out 
other approval soil building prac- 
tices on his farm this year. 

Another supplementary provi- 
sion has been added to the pro- 
gram for this region with a view

KING COTTON AND THE 
GOVERNMENT 



King Cotton, in spite of the 
momentary prosperity of the 
Southern farmer, stands to lose 
his American throne as a result 
of unwarranted governmental re- 
gulation, competent observers of 
the current scene recently warn- 
ed. In the years since 1933, when 
the AAA and its cotton program 
first became operative, the prjge 
per pound has advanced from five 
bo twelve cents, production has 
been cut 26 per cent below the 
normal ten-year average, but, 
spurred on by this American ex- 
periment, new and rapidly ex- 
panding competitors have arisen, 
threatening to take the world 
leadership from this country and 
to flood the great European and 
Asian markets with a cheap pro- 
duct with which American agri- 
culture cannot hope to compete. 

Thus, while the Southern farm- 
er, has gained, seemingly, on the 
one hand, new forces, new threats, 
have arisen to challenge his future 
actions and to sweep away the 
security which the government 
has created. Not the least of the 
problems which even now are be- 
ing presented is that dealing with 
unemployment, for the curtail- 
ment of 10.000.000 acres usually 
planted to cotton has lessened the 
demand for tenants and workers 
to the cotton fields. 

While America has concerned 
ham If with this marked curtail- 
ment of production, India has in- 
ssr pro ductio n six per 



cent, Egypt 18 per cent and Brazil, 
according to statistics, 216 per 
cent. This rapid increase in pro- 
duction, particularly in South 
America, is attracting the atten- 
tion of cotton buyers all over the 
world, who see in this changing 
picture a new source of cotton 
available on an open market basis, 
free of government controls. 

Japan and Germany, two of the 
largest buyers 1 of American cotton 
in past years, smarting under 
American tariffs raised against 
their own products, are looking 
with increasing interest at South 
America, into which country there 
is now being poured a vast flood 
of American experts, American 
machinery and American business 
methods. These factors, coupled 
with low land cost and cheap 
labor, suggest a greater return to 
our competitors than is to be 
gained from existing methods of 
subsidization, not to mention 
dominant control of the world 
markets. 

It is true that cotton is moving 
rapidly into domestic consumption 
because of this curtailment, prices 
are holding relatively high and 
present estimates suggest that 
production for 1936 will be little 
more than the normal demand. 
Yet, as we see it, the growth of 
this cheap competition must have 
a definite reaction on our own 
local markets as well as in the 
larger markets outside, and it is 
this worry which continues the 
fear in the hearts of intelligent 
growers, in spite of the half billion 
dollars dumped in their laps dur- 
ing the last four seasons. 

Two alternatives suggest them- 
selves: either the American farm- 
er must be allowed to return to 
his former competition, a field in 
which he was very much at home, 
or, as the AAA would have it, new 
controls are needed to curtail the 
output from Southern farms and 
to adjust the> cotton crop near to 
the needs of the home market. 
This is the system used since 1933, 
with results that are reflected in 
the rapidly expanding production 
of other cotton producing coun- 
tries.

ANOTHER MYTH EXPLODED 



To those shameless tellers of 
gaudy tales in which Virginia 
Beach is paraded before the relf- 
righteous as the wettest spot in 
the country west of the Atlantic 
Ocean we would pass along a bit 
of fact which, we must confess, 
came as a shock even to our own 
relatively shock-proof self— staid, 
old, conservative Richmond, home 
of the F. F. Vs. and capital of a 
romantic age long since past, con- 
sumes more whisky per capita 
than dp the vacation-seeking 
crowds which frequent the Old 
Dominion's silvery strand! Unbe- 
lievable, perhaps, but a matter of 
record. 

During the month of July, ac- 
cording to a news item released 
this week by the ABC headquar- 
ters, the local liquor emporium 
had the highest sales in its his- 
tory, reporting a percentage in- 
crease over the previous July of 
19.7 per cent, or a gain of $7,310 
over the previous high total of 
$37,347. This was accomplished, 
be it remembered, during a month 
of record-breaking vacation pat- 
ronage, when unprecedented 
throngs trekked into the Beach, 
into a prolonged spell of unsea- 
sonable heat when a long Tom 
Collins or a frosted mint Julep 
exerts its greatest palate appeal. 

Richmond, on the other hand, 
which makes no resort claims and 
which holds a much higher re- 
putation in the popular mind as 
a place of quiet and peace than 
our own stretch of magnificent 
vacationland, topped this total by 
an actual increase of 22.06 per 
cent over the corresponding period 
of last year, to reach the stagger- 
ing total of $176,668.55 spent for 
liquor and other spiritous bever- 
ages. ¥ 

Consideration of these figures, 
it seems to us, explodes a myth 
that long has prevailed regarding 
Virginia Beach. This is not the 
summer stamping ground of the 
nation's sots and inebriates, for 
the money spent on the Twentieth 
Street corner during the month 
of July would permit far less than 
a pint per person registered here 
in hotels and cottages per month, 
hardly enough to provide even one 
good bender for the casual or in- 
experienced imbiber of the fruit 
of grain or berry. 

The Beach, from this aspect 
alone, relinquishes its mantle to 
the good residents of Richmond, 
connoisseurs of good beverages 
and stout drinkers of good pota- 
tions. There is no harm in the 
cup that cheers, and the City -on - 
the-James will lose neither in re- 
putation nor prestige because of 
the publication of these figures. 
Alas, were this community in the 
lead, the very statement of that 
fact would be sufficient cause for 
a whole host of lectures and 
morallrings by those who fail to 



dissociate wholesome recreation 
and unlicensed debauchery and 
who are quick to land with both 
feet on the moral tone of the 
Beach at the slightest opportunity. 
Another myth exploded— thanks 
to the good city of Richmond.

MR. BYRD AND THE 
GOVERNORSHIP 



When, some months ago, this 
newspaper reported the possibility 
of Harry Flood Byrd teaming up 
with Colgate W. Darden, Jr., as 
the gubernatorial candidates of 
the regular State organization— a 
move designed to check the aspir- 
ations of James H. Price — a 
chorus of denials and hoots of de- 
rision greeted the story. Sub- 
sequent statements made by re- 
sponsible party leaders now lend 
further 'weight to the probable 
strategy first reported in these 
columns. 

Colgate Darden, by virtue of his 
defeat at the hands of Norman 
Hamilton, is definitely out of the 
picture, for, even though this fan- 
tastic scheme should reach frui- 
tion, the Byrd machine is too 
smart to enlist the services of a 
defeated candidate. Whether or 
not he would have fared better in 
the second district as Byrd's run- 
ning mate is a question we cannot 
answer, although we are inclined 
to read Mr. Hamilton's victory as 
a slap at the Byrd machine.

Faced by the loss of the Ninth 
and Second Districts and the 
small margin of victory in the 
Third, where the aging A. J. Mon- 
tague barely beat out the aggres- 
sive Dave Satterfield, the position 
of the Byrd organization is a 
rather dismaying one. The com- 
ing gubernatorial contest will go 
far towards determining where 
Mr. Byrd and his cohorts stand, 
or do not stand, and the reports 
of great strength presented daily 
by Mr. Price and his supporters 
are calculated to bring to Vir- 
ginia's former governor a full 
quota of sleepless nights. 

Were Mr. Byrd able to advance 
someone of a calibre equal to the 
efficient and popularly known Jim 
Price, the situation would not be 
so fraught with headaches. His 
inability tr groom a candidate 
meeting these requirements — 
Burch, Ozlin, Dovell and the 
others mentioned thus far simply 
do not stand up— forces the need 
of drastic action, which action, 
say those close to the party chief, 
can come only from the projection 
of his own name into the race. 
True, Carter Glass' name has been 
bandied about by the harrassed 
leaders, but there is no reason to 
believe that Virginia's senior sena- 
tor will take such a course. It is 
our own thought that he is much 
too valuable in the senate to for- 
sake his duties there to enter what 
is certain to be a bitter campaign 
for the honor of succeeding Mr. 
Peery. 



Largely in agreement with this 
line of thought, the Richmond 
News-Leader, in a front page 
story last Saturday afternoon, ad- 
mitted that there has been con- 
siderable talk regarding the Byrd- 
for-Governor movement. Some 
have scouted the idea that he 
would give up a sure four years in 
the senate for another possible 
term in the State House, bu» 
neither Mr. Byrd nor his official 
spokesmen have denied the report. 
Their only word has been to the 
effect that no one had been au- 
thorized to make such a state- 
ment. * 

Lending further fuel to the fires 
of State politics is a statement 
made last week in the Baltimore 
Sun, written by J. Fred Essary, 
prominent editorial writer of that 
paper, to the effect that should 
Lieutenant-governor Price be 
elected next year he would build 
his own machine in Virginia. This 
statement has not been challenged 
by either Mr. Price or his lieuten- 
ants, which is indeed true cause 
for alarm on the part of the State 
organization, certain to suffer 
from such a cource. 



tion of the Byrd organization, to 
which Mr. Darden swore allegi- 
ance, although showing signs of 
weakening over the past four or 
five years, really reached the skid- 
ding point by the chief's opposi- 
tion to the Roosevelt program, 
and this, be it remembered, is 
strong pro-Roosevelt territory. No 
last minute obsequiousness on the 
part of Mr. Byrd will save him 
from popular disapproval, and we 
cannot take him seriously as a bit 
of first-class opposition to Mr. 
Price, who has indicated that he 
will back in its entirely the Roose- 
velt philosophy of government. 



Yet, it is not Mr. Price's whole- 
hearted support of the President 
that commends him to us as the 
outstanding candidate to succeed 
Mr. Peery. True, that support 
will be of immeasurable value to 
him as it was to Mr. Hamilton, 
but years of observation of his 
ability as an administrator, as a 
valuable factor in the advance- 
ment of State government place 
his head and shoulders above even 
the capable Mr. Burch, who was 
scheduled — as only the Byrd or- 
ganization can schedule such 
things— to follow in the steps of 
hischlef. J 

There is about him, as we see 
it, a solidity which Mr. Byrd never 
did possess. Much of the dietime 
celebrated Byrd program \JA pro- 
gressive government has now been 
discredited, and the passing of the 
years has served only to disclose 
the typically Tammany Hall tac- 
tics which he used to perpetuate 
his reign as chief. Unfortunately 
for him, he lacked the qualities of 
a typical Tammany leader, and he 
is certain to sink in his own in- 
ability. Posing as the right bower 
of the honorable and respected 
Carter Glass has not helped his 
cause, and he is scheduled to fail. 



We do not envy him his lot of 
the moment. His organization 
disappointed him in the Ninth 
and Second Districts and he can- 
not take much hope from that 
which has recently happened in 
the Third.

Any course 
for him apkars futile, and we 
predict a cJnplete overthrow of 
reigning heaos in the Old Domin- 
ion's politic/ 1 sphere. Such is the 
lot of all would be dictators, and 
even Harry Flood Byrd is vulner- 
able. 



It is not without a measure of 
satisfaction that we thus find 
our own beliefs, advanced long 
before publication elsewhere, sub- 
stantiated by leading dailies of the 
State. Spurred on by such success, 
we venture another prediction 
which must merit close attention: 

Mr. Price will be elected as Gov- 
ernor Peery** successor whether 
or net Harry Flood Byrd or any 
other member of that machine op- 
pose him. Granting a sadden 
change in popular sentiment aa 
most unlikely between this date 
and the actual election, the forces 
opposing Mr. Byrd and favoring 
Jim Price are too great to be art 
aside, even by the actual an- 
nouncement of hh candidacy by 
the State's Junior senator.

As Others See It 



NORMAN HAMILTON WINS . 

Norman Hamilton's victory over 
Representative Colgate Darden in 
the Norfolk-Portsmouth-Suffojk 
district will be widely interpreted 
as a triumph for the New Deal 
and a jolt for the Democratic 
"organization." In most respects 
that interpretation is justified. 

This is the second congressional 
contest this year in which the 
"organization" has been defeated. 
The other, of course, was in the 
Ninth District of Southwest Vir- 
ginia last winter, when an un- 
successful effort was made to stop 
Representative Flannagan, an- 
other ardent New Deal supporter. 
The Ninth District is largely rural, 
whereas the Second is largely ur- 
ban, but inHMatJi instances the 
man who strongly espoused the 
cause of the New Deal was re- 
turned a decisive winner. The 
fact would seem to carry consid- 
erable significance. 

As a partial offset to these two 
defeats the "organization" won an 
easy victory at the State Demo- 
cratic Convention in June, when 
it seated its delegation to the con- 
vention from the Ninth District 
by a vote of better than two to 
one. This undoubtedly enabled 
the Byrd wing of the party to re- 
coup some of the ground it had 
lost in the Southwest. 

Now, however, it is faced with 
the unpleasant prospect of a vig- 
orous and outspoken opponent 
who will be able to use his seat 
in the House of Representatives 
as a sounding board against which 
to attack it as uncompromisingly 
as he has done for years in the 
editorial columns of his news- 
paper. Mr. Hamilton is probably 
the bitterest political enemy of 
Senators Glass and Byrd now 
active in public life in the State. 
His victory on Tuesday can hardly 
be reassuring to them or to their 
supporters, and it probably les- 
sons substantially the likelihood 
that James H. Price of Richmond, 
will be opposed for the governor- 
ship next August. — Richmond 
Times-Dispatch. 



ROOSEVELT AND RECOVERY 



Franklin D. Roosevelt was elect- 
ed on a platform the chief plank 
of which was recovery. For this 
reason the recovery measuring rod 
is the one most frequently applied 
to him as a determinant of the 
success or failure of his adminis- 
tration. We would no more con- 
tend that the whole of recovery 
was due to the legislative and ad- 
ministrative program of the pre- 
sent chief executive than we 
would say that former President 
Hoover was entirely accountable 
for the depression. However, the 
evidence is plain enough to war- 
rant the statement that the per- 
sonal planning and direction of 
President Roosevelt in combating 
the depression have been the I ed in NRA by forcing shorter 
principal human agency operating hours and spreading work. The 



ropean customers. Instead of 
strengthening the Republican 
policy of keeping out foreign goods 
with the tariff, which automatic- 
ally erected similar trade walls 
against us in Europe, this admin- 
istration strove to get more for- 
eign business by letting in more ^ 
foreign goods on a reciprocal basis 
and the result of the arrangement, 
we believe, accounts in large mea- 
sure for the difference in the 1933 
and 1936 figures. Federal FWA 
and WPA construction work as 
well as the activities of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration have 
been responsible for ah impressive 
rise in the volume of building 
trade business from a figure of 
$432,113,400 in 1933 to $1,210,000,- 
000 in 1936. In automobile pro- 
duction the increase for the same 
period was from under one million 
cars to almost two and one-half 
millions. Steel production, pro- 
fiting by the automobile pick-up 
and more slowly in orders for steel 
rails and steel used In the manu- 
facture of household appliances, 
advanced from an output of 8,- 
874,388 tons in '33 to 21,327,000 
tons in '36. Steel likewise received 
a bracing influence from reviving, 
orders of farm implement manu- 
facturers, based in turn upon ris- 
ing farm incomes incident to the 
Agricultural Adjustment program. 
.With the betterment of agricul- 
tural and labor income groups the 
sorely afflicted retail trade busi- 
ness came back, its pulse respond- 
ing slowly but definitely until this 
branch of the nation's business 
now stands at over three-fourths 
of the way back to a par of 100, 
using the period 1923-'2S as a* 
base. **- 

We see here the inescapable in- 
terrelation of one business to an- 
other, and the impossibility of 
aiding or hurting one economic 
group without a corresponding re- 
action on every other. It was due 
to the broad outlook of President 
Roosevelt that he could visualize 
this situation and devise levers to 
raise the whole economic struc- 
ture. Formation of the Federal 
Deposit /insurance corporation 
made it possible for the average 
person of small income to con- 
solidate his gains by depositing in 
banks insured against failure 
proving a moderate but safe un 
vestment for small savings. The 
fact that national employment 
lags behind national industrial 
production has been interpreted 
by most statisticians to mean that 
during the bad years plant heads 
found ways to produce the same 
work with less human labor, 
sometimes through technological 
advances and sometimes, unhap- 
pily, by forcing extra work on the 
depleted personnel, which in many 
cases is now carrying on normal 
business with depression working 
forces. The approach to this pro- 
blem of employment slack behind 
production advance was attempt- 



in this nation to bolster certain 
natural economic trends and to 
provide constructive avenues for 
the working of these economic 
laws back to a state more nearly 
approaching the "normalcy" of 
the late President Harding. 

In several of the important ac- 
cepted indices of business we see 
plainly the effect of Roosevelt 
legislation and economic philoso- 
phy. For instance, foreign trade 
for the first six months of 1933 
amounted to $1,261,460,000 and In 
the corresponding period for this 
year has reached $2,320,000,000. 
This pickup became noticeable 
after reciprocal trade treaties were 
negotiated with, our leading Eu-

ginia Sheriffs Association endors- 
ed the plan and when such a sug- 
gestion is made by a man as close 
to the administration as is Sena- 
tor Tuck, there is probability of 
its becoming a reality. He ad- 
vocated the establishment of _a 
bureau of criminal identification 
and the formation of a group of 
special agents to assist local en- 
forcement officers in tht investi- 
gation of crime. 

When criminals are using scien- 
tific methods to escape the law, 
enforcement officers must also 
employ the most modern methods 
of law enforcement. Speed counts 
more than any other element in 
apprehending criminals. It is our 
thought that the present state 
police force could be reduced in 
number sufficiently to assign 
special agents to investigation. 
Especially would this be possible 
if radio could be employed to re- 
port crime and direct state police 
to the scene. When it is possible 
to cover many miles in a short 
time, the apprehension of crim- 
inals must be done quickly and 
the radio seems practical. ,.. 

Senator Tuck's suggestion of an 
identification bureau is worthy of 
serious consideration. One source, 
of obtaining fingerprints which 
should be easily executed, is to 
require every relief worker to have 
finger prints filed hi the central 
bureau. Every veteran who has 
received an adjusted compensa- 
tion has his finger prints on file, 
and this should be another source 
of securing Identification. Then 
every person arrested, even for 
the slightest infraction of the law, 
should be fingerprinted. Still an- 
other source of obtaining identi- 
fication would be to require every 
driver of an automobile to file 
finger prints before the driver's 
permit is issued. There are many 
ways of obtaining finger prints for 
the bureau of Identification, 
which could be executed with no 
additional cost to the state, and 
be of untold value. 

Crime should be made so un- 
healthy in Virginia that no re- 
turn of gangs such as the Tri- 
State or Mais-Legenza and asso- 
ciates would dare come into this 
commonwealth. A complete 
modern law enforcement system 
would be of material assistance.— 
Farmville Herald.

This is not the American Revol- 
ution of the Yankee merchants 
and Virginia planters, of Wash- 
ington and Lafayette and Cern- 
wallis, of Bunker Hill and York- 
town. To the settlers in the Mo- 
hawk valley, the American Revolu- 
tion was entirely a personal, a 
local affair. The great generals 
and the large events, the prin- 
ciples and politics of the war were 
vague and far off in their minds. 
They were fighting for their farms 
which they had hewed out of the 
woods on the rich river land. 

It Is this struggle which Walter 
D. Edmonds pictures in his new 
novel, "Drums along the Mohawk". 
Chronologically a companion piece 
to "Rome Haul," "The Big Barn" 
and "Erie Water," this book com- 
pletes Mr. Edmonds' portrayal of 
New York State life from 1778 
to 1865. 

Before the Revolution broke out, 
the Mohawk valley region had 
been dominated by a few English 
squires who held great stretches 
of the country. They hated the 
sturdy Germans who had settled 
on the best river bottom land in 
the "German Flats" section and 
around Deerfleld. When the 



stored to life in the pages of his 
book. 

It is about two characters which 
the author has created for him- 
self that the principal pattern of 
the novel is woven. The toils of 
Gil and Lana Martin to establish 
a home in the little outlying set- 
tlement of Deerfleld, the burning 
of their farm and their flight to 
Fort Herkimer, the shifting course 
of their relations to one another, 
and Gil's adventures with the 
militia form the heart of the book. 
But a large gallery of varied and 
colorful characters, from gruff old 
General Herkimer, who gallantly 
directs the battle of Oriskany with 
a shattered knee, to Nancy, a 
hired girl, who finds peace living 
alone in the wilds with an Indian, 
enrich and vitalize this central 
plot. 

"Drums along the Mohawk" is 
a memorable historical novel that 
pictures with the accent of sharp 
realism a little known aspect of 
the American Revolution — the 
courageous struggle of a hardy 
folk, alone and unaided, to pre- 
serve their settlements against 



The taste for mysteries needs no 
apology. If Woodrow Wilson could 
don mental gum shoes and whisk- 
ers, and go Sherlocking among the 
book-shelves, why shouldn't we? 
George Worthing Yates' "There 
Was a Crooked Man" furnishes 
plenty of opportunity. All the 
Crooked Man did was to be found 
on the steps of a theatre, and the 
lives of a beautiful woman, her 
respected fiance, a young drunk 
and the Board of Directors of the 
Chelsea Project (an experiment 
somewhat a la Radio City) be- 
came snarled in the most interest. 
ing mess of a New York season. 
This is a guaranteed mystery, one 
which leaves celebrated Lord 
Broghville— you should meet him 
— the police, and the reader satis- 
fied, 

Or one can go a-sleuthing with 
Professor Theocritus Lucius West- 
borough in Clyde B. Clason's "The 
Death Angel." A shot in the dark, 
the genial host does not return to 
his guests — and there is begun at 
the print of a bloody hand a 
metaphorical scavenger hunt 
which turns up anything from a 
scientific secret to a bow and ar- 
row and an electric clock. A grand 
mystery from which the Crime 
Clubbers must have suffered 
mental anguish. 

Followers of the Black Band 
find that "The Spider's Touch" by 
Valentine Williams is not really a 
detective story but a continuation 
of the miraculous feud between 
Ned Hartigan and iniquitous old 
Clubfoot Grundt. Some day Club- 
foot will get what's coming to him, 
and there will be no more of these 
stories, whereupon we shall be 
sorry. 

In "Gunston Cotton: a Rom- 
ance of the Secret Service," 
grown-up Boy Scout Rover Gun 
Cotton foils international villainy. 
Just so-so. " 

But there is "The Barotique 
Mystery," which is not too hard 
a nut to crack, but a delightfully 
written bit of froth in a charming 
setting with really credible char- 
acters. George Harmon Coxe's 
Kent Murdock appears in this one 
too. 

So dig up the paraphenalia, and 
get out the deck chair. Your local 
library, or the Extension Division, 
University, Virginia, will furnish 
mysteries galore.

for operations against the hated 
Germans. 

It was no systematic campaign 
that these English squires, the 
Butlers and the Johnsons, plan- 
ned, but a series of sporadic raids 
in which bands of Indians led by 
a few Tories would harry the set- 
tlements, destroy farms and mas- 
sacre the inhabitants. That is 
pretty much what happened from 
time to time in the outlying dis- 
tricts throughout the six years of 
the war. 

But in the German flats the 
Englij*i encountered stubborn and 
bitter resistance. When their 
farms were burned and their stock 
destroyed, those who escaped with 
their lives retired Into the three 
small forts in the valley. They 
hastily cleared land around them 
and harvested crops as best they 
could under the protecting guns 
of the militia. The only defense I 
against the Indians and the Tories f 
was such as these hardy settlers 
could muster for themselves. Their 
pleas for supplies and men ignored 
by the Continental Congress, these 
German pioneers found in their 
love of the land the resources of 
courage with which to carry on 
an unequal and discouraging 
struggle. But the cost was fear, 
ful; of a militia numbering 2500 
men at the beginning of hostilities 
not more than 800 names were on 
the rolls in the last years of the 
war, and the people, their prop- 
erties plundered, were reduced to 
huddling in the forts to remain 
alive at all.' 

These turbulent scenes Mr. Ed- 
monds presents vividly in "Drums 
along the Mohawk." In his pic- 
turing of these broad events, Mr. 
Edmonds has a grasp of detail and 
a passion for the actual which 
give his historical novel the au- 
thentic glow of real life. "My con- 
cern," he says in his foreward, 
"has been with life as it was; aa 
you or I, our mothers or our wives, 
our brothers and husbands and 
uncles, might have experienced It. 
To do that I have attempted to be 
as accurate in the minutiae of 
bring as in the broader historical 
features."

1. Measure ingredients accur- 
ately — use standard measuring 
equipment. . 

2. Mixing Cakesh-Always sift 
flour before measuring. Avoid 
over beating when adding liquid 
and flour.. Mix until thoroughly 
combined. 

3. Mix cake batters, biscuits, 
etc., in advance and store in re- 
frigerator until ready to cook. 

4. Always remove cakes, bis- 
cuits, puddings, etc., from refri- 
gerator 15 to 20 minutes before 
placing In hot oven to cook. 

5. Do not add lemon Juice to 
lemon pie filling mixture that has 
cooked. To insure a fluffy mix- 
ture, beat well after cooking. 

8. To prevent potatoes, apples, 
etc., from discoloring, drop in a 
solution of vinegar or lemon water 
(4 tbsp. per quart of water) when 
peeling. Allow to stand 5 to 10 
minutes. Drain off water. Pota- 
toes may be stored In refrigerator

7. Meats: Never wash meats or 
allow to stand In water. This 
draws out the juices. Wipe wen 
with damp cloth.

Attention has been called parti- 
cularly to the fact that this sche- 
dule of payments does not refer 
to the diversion of acreage from 
the cotton, tobacco or peanut soil- 
depleting bases. Rates for those 
payments on individual farms are 
calculated from the yields per acre 
for the farm of cotton, tobacco or 
peanuts, respectively, as an- 
nounced when the program was 
first Inaugurated.

Although the drouth situation 
remained acute in some sections 
of the country and was reflected 
to some extent in wholesale mar- 
kets, retail trade in general con- 
tinued to ward- off the normal 
Summer slump and in many cities 
the volume was greater than the 
previous week, as well as the 1935 
period, reports to the Department 
of Commerce from all sections in- 
dicated. Pronounced gains over 
the previous week were attributed 
to increased consumer interest in 
home-furnishings and furniture, 
while there was some advance fall 
buying. Crop conditions outside 
the drouth areas were excellent. 



Memphis, for example, reported 
that the buying power of Tri- 
State farmers was greatest since 
1930. In Cleveland, it was said 
Ohio crops were better than 
normal with wheat 30% better 
than the average. Minneapolis 
reported some improvement as a 
result of scattered showers with 
country merchants in drouth areas 
still optimistic. In the Northwest, 
fruit and crop harvests were pro- 
gressing nicely, according to the 
Seattle and Portland reports. The 
moisture deficiency continued in 
the St. Louis area with much of 
the corn being cut for current feed 
and silage to defeat the grasshop- 
per scourge in Northern and 
Western counties. Jacksonville 
and Atlanta reported excellent re- 
sults from the opening tobacco 
sales with better quality and high- 
er prices than last year. The 
Georgia crop was estimated to 
yield the growers $14,000,000. 
- in New York, there was an in- 
creased demand for canned and 
package goods as drouth news 
created expectation of high 
prices. Some cancellation of 
orders from drouth areas wi 
ported by the Pittsburgh stfeel 
dustry.

While most cities reported retail 
trade gains over last year, sharp 
improvement over the previous 
week occurred in New Orleans, 
Atlanta, Wilmington. St. Louis, 
Philadelphia and Washington. 
The 28% retail gain in St. Louis 
over the previous week was in the 
face of severe drouth conditions 
In that area. There was an eas- 
ing off into a seasonal lull in 
Kansas City notwithstanding a 
stronger demand for canned goods, 
while Los Angeles also reported 
some recession. Summer sales 
were stimulating factors in some 
cities. 

Leading wholesale markets were 
buoyant with retail buyers at- 
tracted by special events. In New 
York orders were placed freely 
and with confidence and the ten- 
dency was to quality merchan- 
dise. Other markets crowded with 
buyers were Minneapolis, Los 
Angeles, Chicago. St. Louis, San 
Francisco, and Kansas City. A 
.Memphis wholesale furniture dis- 
tributor operating 36 stores in the 
South reported 21% increased 
business during the 'first half of 
the year over last year. 

Industrial activity was being 
sustained at high levels and con- 
siderable expansion was reported. 
A $75,000 modern steel citrus 
packing plant was being con- 
structed in Dale City, Fla.; Detroit 
reported a $100,000 expansion of 
the Norge plant at Muskegon and 
additions to several Detroit steel 
plants; a Cleveland engineering 
firm received a contract for a $1.- 
500,000 plant for the Shell Petrol- 
eum Corporation in Houston; a 
$500,000 hosiery plant was started 
at Athens, Ga.; a new $2,500,000 
Furniture Exchange was an- 
nounced in San Francisco, to- 
gether with a $500,000 brewing 
plant expansion; in Seattle the 
Gray Harbor Pulp & Paper Co., 
started a $150.00 addition. 

The employment trend contin- 
ued upward and July building 
construction was far ahead of the 
same month last year in the case 
of virtually all reporting cities.

ALTHOUGH the word "action," 
as a photographic term, is more 
frequently associated with the mo- 
tion picture camera, we should not 
forget that it plays an important 
part in picture-taking with a "still" 
camera. We should not allow either 
the word "action" or the word "still" 
to mislead us. 

There can be a lot of action repre- 
sented in a picture that we distin- 
guish from motion pictures by the 
Word "still." The sense of action 
may be conveyed very strongly when 
the rapid or violent movement of a 
person, animal or object is "stopped" 
by a "still" camera equipped with 
an ultra-fast lens and a fast shutter. 
Take, tor example, a shot of a 
jockey hurtling over the head of his 
mount as it stumbles in a steeple- 
chase. There is no sense of stillness 
about that, and it is an "action" 
shot no different from that taken by 
the motion picture camera, except 
that, instead of a series of negatives 
depicting changed positions of the 
subject, there is only one negative. 

Uutocf ton, photographically speak- 
ing, does not always mean the 
representation of violence or veloc- 
ity. It may mean also the depicting 
of some expression or suggestion of 
action, which may be very slight, 
but the result is that the "still" 
picture Is far from still in the mean- 
ing it conveys to us. This any ordi- 
nary camera can do. 

For instance, in the photograph of a 
person, the way the eyes are turned, 
the expression of the lips, the posi- 
tion of a hand, the posture of the 



body, caught at the right moment, 
may very vividly convey a sense of 
action and be even more dramatic 
than some rapid movement that was 
"stopped." Little actions of the face, 
body or limbs, such as we often see 
on the stage, can be immensely 
significant. They may suggest per- 
fectly something that has happened 
or is about to happen and when we 
catch them on the negative, our 
"still" picture comes to life, truly be- 
comes an "action" picture. 

Our skill in obtaining any kind of 
"action" picture with a "still" cam- 
era depends upon our ability to 
choose the right moment for snap- 
ping the shutter. It may mean a little 
action or a big action. It may mean 
the high Jumper's heels Just as he 
clears the bar or it may mean an ab- 
sorbed child at his building blocks. 
It may mean the twinkling of water 
in a brook or the rush of a great 
cataract. It may mean only the glare 
in a night sky from the hearths of 
a steel mill, or, inside the mill, a 
great hydraulic hammer "stopped" 
In its fall. 

Experience does the most for you 
in timing such pictures, but it is 
surprising how Lady Luck will help 
you if you do not depend entirely on 
one exposure. If circumstances per- 
mit, try another and another of the 
same subject. Keep shooting. The 
chances are that one among a half 
dozen or more will be good enough 
to show with pride, because, hap- 
pily, it caught the "action" at Just 
the significant moment.

Questions Answered 
About Resettlement 

Editor's Note— This is question 
two of a series of questions and 
answers about the Resettlement 
Administration which are being 
published each week in the Vir- 
ginia Beach News. 

Is the program of the Resettle- 
ment Administration Communistic 
or Utopian? 

Answer: The program of the 
Resettlement Administration-is to 
no sense of the word communistic^ 
It is an .attempt on the part fl 
an agency of the goverrunentao 
offer new opportunities in rural 
areas. In order to do this Reset- 
tlement is advocating a live-at- 
home program of diversified farm- 
ing, which encourages the owner- 
ship of small family sized farms. 
If we can make home owners out 
of our rural population we have 
preserved one of the strongest 
bulwarks of a democracy. The Re. 
settlement Administration is en- 
couraging the development of co- 
operatives among the farming 
population, but far from being 
communistic and radical, the co- 
operative movement is as old as 
America; in fact, older. Coopera- 
tion was established when the 
first family worked together to get 
the household tasks done. 

A co-operative is Just a private 
business owned by all those who 
use it. Co-operatives aire not ex- 
perimental; they have done a con- 
stantly Increasing business in 
America and in nearly every 
country in the world for many 
generations. 

The program of the Resettle- 
ment Administration is a practical 
business-like way of helping desti- 
tute and low income farm families. 

The rehabilitation program is 
primarily concerned with making 
loans to needy farm families. But 
Resettlement is practical about 
thse loans. We know that many 
farm families have failed because 
they did not have the proper 
training. After providing loans 
by which they can obtain proper 
land and proper equipment. Re- 
settlement undertakes also to see 
that they have the advantage of 
expert assistance. A farm and 
home plan is worked out for each 
family who receives a loan. Ifthe 
plan is satisfactory, the family 
can be put back on Its own feet, 
will no longer be on rehef, and 
will be able to repay its debts to 
the Resettlement Admlnlstrat 



and to other creditors. 

The Resettlement program first 
of all sees that the families who 
move from poor land to good land 
are capable of producing a fair 
return per acre. The farms are 
large enough to furnish enough 
acreage for a profitable full time 
farm. The families are given forty 
years in which to pay for their 
farms and the interest Is three 
percent. They are provided with 
well-built homes In order that the 
maintenance costs will not be 
great. 

Next week's question: "Is the 
size of the Administrative staff of 
Resettlement Administration just- 
ified in the light of the number 
of people helped?"

To give useful jobs to approxi- 
mately 1,000 of Virginia's Idle 
white-collar workers, the Works 
Progress Administration has oper- 
ated during the past year an ex- 
tensive research program, which, 
its director believes, will result In 
saving lives, in improving living 
conditions and in increasing the 
efficiency of government. 

Its life-saving function is being 
performed through traffic surveys 
which were organized to improve 
highway conditions and reduce 
city traffic accidents. Its effect 
on the standard of living is 
through health and cost-of-living 
studies. It is increasing the ef- 
ficiency of government through 
projects for the study and clari- 
fication of records and the collec- 
tion of data for city, state and 
county planning. 

Eure State Director 

W. W. Eure is the State Director 
of WPA's division of statistical 
projects and is the co-ordinator of 
the research program. 

Under Mr. Eure, the government 
has given employment to many of 
the Jobless men and women whose 
training was for mental rather 
than/physical labor. Work given 
then; has been suited to their 
particular ability and training. 

These people are being put to 
work in libraries, in county court- 
houses, in government institu- 
tions, in making personal inter- 
views and observations and in 
roadside traffic studies all over 
the state. 

With their specialized clerical 
experience, they have been able to 
undertake research work which 
should have been done earlier in 
the depression years, but had been 
postponed for lack of funds. The 
work which they have accomplish, 
ed will make up for the losses 
which research activity suffered 
during the business slump. 
Tax Survey . 

One of W. P. A's chief research 
projects now under way is a tax 
assessment survey in Richmond. 
The object of this is to find a 
scientific basis for assessing prop- 
erty for taxation. 

Another tax record survey pro- 
ject is being operated on a state- 
wide scale to correlate the land 
books and deed books in city and 
county courts. Through this pro- 
ject many errors which have crept 
into the records are being elimin- 
ated 



Traffic surveys are being con- 
ducted In Petersburg, Norfolk and 
Roanoke. Projects for the same 
type of surveys have been appro- 
ved but not started in Danville, 
Lynchburg, Charlottesville, Hope- 
well and Suffolk. 

Real property surveys have been 
operated In Newport News, Nor- 
folk, Hopewell. Portsmouth, Mar- 
tinsville and Winchester. 

In Roanoke, a complete study of 
all phases of social conditions Is 
being made by W. P. A. workers 
under the direction of Prank W. 



Hoffer of the University of Vir- 
ginia faculty. The material col- 
lected will be used by Mr. Hoffer 
in the preparation of a sociological 
book. 

Other research projects Include 
part-time farming and standard 
of living surveys operated in co- 
operation with the V. P. I. exten- 
sion division at Blacksburg and a 
number of projects operated In 
Virginia but controlled directly 
from Washington. The latter 
group includes a study of traffic 
records undertaken in Richmond 
by the United States Tariff Com 
mission and a health survey un 
dertaken on a state-wide basis by 
the United States Public Health 
Survey.

Repairs to Court 
House Near Finish 

Concrete f o rthe floors in the 
two additions to the county clerk's 
office at the Court House is being 
poured this week. It is expected 
that the new quarters, which will 
be used by the Commissioner of 
the Revenue and the County 
Treasurer, will be ready for oc- 
cupancy some time early next 
month.

Motor vehicle registration fees 
cost citizens of Virginia the sum 
of 85,151,686 in 1885, in addition 
to state gasoline sales taxes cost- 
ing $13,341,000, it was reported by 
B. A. Kyhn, secretary of the Vir- 
ginia Petroleum industries Com- 
mittee. Mr. Kyhn mid that the 
total cost of these two taxes in 
1935 was $18,492,000 as compared 
with $17,540,068 in 1934. Total 
registration of motor vehicles in 
this state was 385.555 in 1935 as 
against 373,988 in 1834. 

"The latest reports of the U. S. 
Bureau of Public Roads, giving 
final figures for 1935," Mr. Kyhn 
explained, "show that Virginia 
motorists paid $5,151,000 for 
motor vehicle registration fees in 
1935 as compared with $5,063,000 
in 1934. In addition, they paid 
$13,341,068 for state gasoline sales 
taxes in 1935 as against $12,477,- 
060 in 1934. The total, represent- 
ing the cost of only two of the 
many taxes paid by Virginia 
motor vehicle owners, was $18,- 
492,666 for 1835 and $17,540,000 
for 1934. To this bill must be 
added their share of the duplicat- 
ing federal sales tax on gasoline, 
and various other federal and 
state taxes which, while less ex- 
pensive, tend to increase the total. 

"To realize the staggering cost 
of motor vehicle taxation is to 
wonder when the upward trend 
in such levies is to end, and the 
long-looked for reductions begun. 
At the present time there is not 
only an expensive state sales tax 
upon motor fuel, but also a dup- 
licating federal sales tax. It looks 
as if our legislators forgot that 
the motorist pays so many differ- 
ent taxes on his automotive prop- 
erty, in addition to those he pays 
as a citizen. If they would com- 
pare the rate of taxation of auto, 
motive property with the rate of 
taxation of real, personal, or any 
other property, they would dis- 
cover that the motor vehicle is the 
most heavily taxed possession of 
the American citizen, and would 
begin to wonder why this modern 
necessity is so excessively burden- 
ed."

Payments totaling $16,132.50 
were made in Princess Anne coun- 
ty by the Resettlement Adminis- 
tration from July 1, 1035 to June 
26, 1036, according to figures re- 
leased this week by John Galleher, 
State Director for the National 
Emergency Council. A total of 
30 persons were involved in the 
local transactions. 

An additional activity of the 
Resettlement Administration, that 
of farm debt adjustments, show- 
ed that in Princess Anne county 
two cases had been adjusted 
through May. 1036 involving an 
original indebtedness of $2,491 00 
with resultant savings off $301.00. 
In addition to the saving through 
adjustment there was one case 
reported where the loan had been 
extended or where a reduction of 
interest rate had been effected. 

State Totals Given 

The State of Virginia had re- 
ceived rehabilitation loans through 
June 26, 1936, amounting to $1,- 
504.877.32 which were actually 
certified for payment. There re- 
mained the sum of $153,347.33 in 
unpaid commitments. Rehabilita- 
tion grants during the same period 
were advanced in the sum of $6,- 
057.05. A total of 4,848 persons in 
Virginia received loans while 137 
persons were the recipients of 
grants. 

There were 1364 cases consider- 
ed by Farm Debt Adjustment 
Committees in Virginia during the 
period September 30, 1035, 
through May 31, 1036, of which 
787 cases were adjusted. The in- 
debtedness, prior to adjustment 
totalled $1 402,885.00 while the re- 
ductions made equalled $376,804. 
Additional results include $10,623 
of taxes paid and 380 cases of in- 
terest reductions or extension 
agreements.

Although a former Governor of 
Virginia and innumerable citizens 
sA this and other states have in- 
veighed against the many forms 
«f open gambling allowed to run 
unmolested at Virginia Beach in 
past years, it was not until the 
Advent of the greyhound racing 
club last season that cognizance 
■was taken either by Town or 
county officials of a condition 
that has earned for the resort a 
national reputation of being the 
"widest open place on the Atlantic 
coast." 

Then, marshalling all of the 
iorces of righteousness, law and 
order and dignity at their com- 
mand, both united to blast from 
4bis community that form of re- 
creation which, of all amusements 
established here in the past de- 
cade, proved most popular with 
xesidents and vacationists alike. 
Then, as in previous years, though 
their numbers had grown to tre- 
mendous proportions, the slot ma- 
chine, the penny hearts table, the 
roulette wheel and the bird cage 
were overlooked by this same of- 
ficialdom, although their presence 
en the Beach and throughout the 
county was a matter of common 
knowledge. 

Until last week, when the threat 
of another season of greyhound 
racing took concrete form, no ac- 
tion, nor, indeed, any thought of 
action was taken by judge, attor- 
ney or jury to ban or to regulate 
within legal requirements these 
came slot machines, penny hearts 
tables, roulette wheels and bird 
cages — not to forget the everpre- 
aent "numbers" racket — which, in 
the interim, had increased out of 
all former proportions. These 
forms of gambling — commonly 
classified as nuisances by towns- 
people and visitors— have been al- 
lowed to run unmolested and, we 
assert, would continue to run un- 
molested had not the official at- 
tack upon the dog track elicited a 
similar attack from local residents 
who fail to understand why one 
type of alleged gambling should 
he banned and other types of un- 
4piestioned gaming be allowed to 
operate. 

So, a grand jury was called and 
the facts of the situation laid be- 
fore them in no uncertain terms 
by a judge who now seems alive 
to a situation that has existed' to 
our knowledge for at least six or 
seven years. We have no fault 
to find with his charge to the 
jury; had he mentioned the 
"numbers" racket, his classifica- 
tion of gambling devices now in 
operation in private club, in a 
variety of stores and on the street 
Corners would have been complete 
— a clear, well-informed resume 
of Virginia Beach's extra-legal 
life. 

However, we cannot be honest 
and overlook the fact that the dog 
track, the newest and least offen- 
sive form of gambling now oper- 
ative here— if, indeed, gambling it 
to (and no Virginia court higher 
than the local trial justice has 
held the option system as such) — 
was the first to take the official 
"rap" and the one to be most 
severely castigated. The more 
vicious forms of questionable 
to shared the spotlight 
Judge's charge, but not to 



themselves here and hung on with 
a tenacity worthy of more honest 
effort. However, whatever may 
be the reaction, we believe that 
the time has come to speak out 
clearly and distinctly and to de- 
mand that to each and every one 
be allotted a similar measure, with 
favors for none and— if the term 
is not misapplied— with justice for 
all. 

We have argued for the contin- 
uation of the dog track, not en- 
tirely on the tenuous ground that 
it is a desireable type of amuse- 
ment really wanted here, but be- 
cause we have not been convinced 
that the system of betting con- 
stitutes a true breach of the law. 
Whereas there is no court In the 
land that could speak a kind legal 
word for the rapacious slot ma- 
chine, there have been at (least 
eight or nine instances in which 
the option system of buying and 
selling dogs has been established 
as legal by the courts, and this in 
states which derive the basic prin- 
ciples of common law from a 
source not unlike that upon which 
the Virginia code was founded. 

Such being so, whatever future 
findings of the Virginia courts 
may be, there Is peither precedent 
nor cause for branding with black-' 
est ink one form of alleged gamb- 
ling and whitewashing other types 
that cannot by any stretch of the 
imagination be classified as other 
than they are. By failing to act 
upon all charges made by the 
judge at last Wednesday's session, 
it is our belief that the grand 
jury has evaded — whether witt- 
ingly or otherwise — a duty which 
is clearly before it. 

It is our thought and our belief 
that this omission will receive the 
proper attention and produce the 
desired action early in the de- 
liberations of the next session of 
the grand jury.

figure of 9,000.000 tourist days 
spent here, or to be spent here 
this year! Since the average

This situation has been brought 
about as a result of a series of 
splendid and effective efforts.

A statewide 
consciousness of tourist possibili- 
ties inherent in historic sites has 
produced this state's magnificen 
park system with its wide appeal 
to the historic-minded. The de- 
velopment of the Skyline Drive, 
with its wealth of mountain 
scenery, and the marked progress 
to be seen at Virginia Beach are 
indicative of the improvements 
made. 

Coupled to this picture of actual 
improvement was the impetus 
given to cooperative advertising. 
So long as funds were available 
for such purposes, the State 
Chamber of Commerce boosted 
every section of the state with 
telling results, and the Conserva- 
tion and Development Commis- 
sion, utilizing public funds, today 
carries on the program so begun. 
The publicity bureau of the 
State Chamber, more than any 
other single agency, is responsible 
for the marked increase in tourist 
attendance in Virginia. Since its 
organization, few days have pass- 
ed without a large quota of timely 
news stories and pictures of inter- 
est being released for general dis- 
tribution, and the hundreds ■ of 
thousands of individual mailing 
pieces sent out annually have con- 
tributed to the common knowledge 
of //Virginia's attractions. The 
State today is reaping the harvest 
of that labor, and the fruits are 
indeed sweet. 

But, be it remembered, we have 
done no more than to scratch the 
surface of this truly potentially 
great business. The type of pro- 
motion activity being engaged in 
by the State Chamber of Com- 
merce and the State Conservation 
and Development Commission, not 
to forget the many other smaller 
agencies that carry on, is calcu- 
lated to produce even more out- 
standing results in future years, 
provided that a comparable mea- 
sure of public support is forth- 
coming. Virginia may well be 
made the tourist mecca of Amer- 
ica, giving rise to a business that 
will produce, in actual dollars and 
cents, a greater return than is now 
possible from any other legitimate 
industry.

Thus it is that we who have be- 
lieved in the power of organized 
advertising to sell a desired ser- 
vice are not at all amazed at the 
figures supplied on this year's 
tourist traffic by Wilbur C. Hall, 
chairman of the Conservation and 
Development Commission, the 
State agency organized several 
years ago to carry on officially 
what the State Chamber of Com- 
merce was doing and continues to 
do in an unofficial manner. 

According to Mr. Hall, more 
than $150,000,000 will be derived

Strange news comes out of New 
England, held by residents of 
those states to be the most typi- 
cally American and patriotic in all 
the Union. By way of the editorial 
columns of the Christian Science 
Monitor comes the "startling 
charge that the textile interest 
Springfield are maintaining an 
armed guard. This private police 
force is regarded as a menace by 
the labor unions. Because of the 
seriousness of the charge we quote 
the Boston contemporary verba- 
tim: 

Evidence of this appears In the 
charge laid before the convention 
of the Massachusetts Federation 
of Labor in New Bedford by the 
president of the federation, John 
F. Gatelee, -that the Springfield 
Chamber of Commerce was active- 
ly supporting a body of some 200 
men having special military uni- 
forms and equipment, for use in 
what the chamber itself allegedly 
termed superemergencies." 

The chamber disavowed any 
control over the group, averring 
its only responsibility lay In /col- 
lecting money with which to pur- 
chase uniforms. The men drilled 
without pay, the chamber said, 
and were banded for self-enter- 
tainment, and for volunteer ser- 
vice in situations beyond the 
capacity^of local police, but not 
to termed "superemergencies." 

Mr. Gatelee has asked that the 
Springfield police reserves and 
other more or less non-govern- 
mental groups be disbanded. It 
would appear wiser if they were. 
Even if it means depriving some 
Springfield men of a few hours of 
weekly pleasure, or a few dollars 
earned for occasional police ser- 
vice, the Chamber of Commerce 
might do well to withdraw its sup- 
port, and encourage the men to 
disband. Private armies are a 
potential menace to law and or* 
der. They threaten to usurp the 
power duly vested in local police 
authority or in state and national 
militia. 

Labor's apprehension justifies 
such a step, for as Mr. Gatlee has 
suggested, fear might impel labor 
to organize counter forces of its 
own. The risks of having armed 
groups general throughout the 
land are, obvious. It is through 
groups such as the Springfield 
private police reserves that demo- 
cracies have taken some of the 



the clans in medieval times, then 
cotton and cotton planters and 
fanners of the south may keep 
organized their own private army. 
This wicked New England phase 
is perhaps the outgrowth of the 
disreputable "coal and Iron police" 
which terrorized the working men 
of the Pennsylvania coalfield*. 
It's bad, wholly bad, and may be- 
come dangerous if not checked by 
legislation. It encourages anarchy, 
and makes rebellion easy.— Suf-

so many European Fascist coun 
tries today. 

All will agree with the Boston 
newspaper that "private armies 
are not wanted" either among the 
employers or the ranks of the em- 
ployed. It is contrary to the 
American system and so repugn- 
ant to every tradition and the 
spirit of our institutions. If groups 
may maintain armed forces with- 
out the law it will be only a ques- 
tion of time when these bands will 
resort to lawless acts. 

Conservative New England was 
probably shocked at the disclosure. 
In Virginia a large portion of the 
citizenry, fearful of undue Inter- 
ference with personal freedom and 
eventually persecution by armed 
citizens, opposed the creation of 
a state constabulary. In order to 
create this force it was necessary 
to camouflage it under the title of 
"state highway patrol." But it is 
at least responsible to state au- 
thority and not to individuals or 
groups. *' 

If industry may arm, so may 
labor. If these two are within 
their rights and may maintain 
armed and uniformed retainers as 



John D. Rockefeller, Jr., whom 
Virginians respect highly and 
whose name has significance in all 
reform movements which have to 
do with the social welfare of the 
nation, is a close observer of 
popular trends. 

In the halcyon days of prohibi- 
tion Mr. Rockefeller was one of 
the largest contributors to the 
Anti-Saloon League's war chest. 
Like millions of his countrymen, 
he hoped that national prohibi- 
tion would prove a solution of the 
liquor problem. 

Mr. Rockefeller was one of the 
many people of his class who be- 
came disillusioned, after giving 
the eighteenth amendment plenty 
of time to make good. He acknow- 
ledged his error and threw his in- 
fluence to secure the repeal of the 
constitutional clause which had 
brought the nation to sorrow and 
shame — to things far worse than 
intemperance which in most cases 
is individualistic. 

We believe the New Yorlr4bk 
philanthropist is what might be 
termed a friend of temperance in 
a broad way. In an interview re- 
cently he told reporters that the 
liquor situation is vastly improved, 
but added that high taxes on In- 
toxicating beverages was playing 
into the hands of the bootlegger. 
He is opposed to high tax levies on 
liquor. 

While the law governing the 
sale of liquor appears to be well- 
enforced in Virginia and through- 
out the country, the moonshiner 
and bootlegger are still plying a 
profitable trade.

Until the people of Virginia are 
willing to surrender some of the 
liquor tax to starve out the illict 
traffic it will continue to flour- 
ish. It is a menace to the young, 
millions of whom It has already 
debauched.— Suffolk News-Herald.

BOOKS TO OWN 



THE LAST EMPRESS 

By Daniele Vare

The career of Yehonala, the last 
Empress of China, is so subtly in- 
terwoven with the threads of 
chance, or fate, that one might 
readily believe it to be the pro- 
duct of the great English fatalist, 
Thomas Hardy. Surely it was an 
amazing chain of fortuitous cir- 
cumstances that placed the 
humble daughter of a Chinese 
soldier in a position to rule the 
largest nation on earth. Born in 
unknown and unquestionably 
miserable surroundings among a 
people who feel that If the new- 
born babe be a girl it needs no 
softer cushion than a brick, it was 
the merest good fortune that 
Yehonala survived her infancy. 
Chance made her one of the many 
concubines of the Emperor Hsien- 
feng, to become first his favorite 
and then his wife. When the Em- 
peror died, Yehonala, as mother 
of the heir to the throne and as 
Empress of the Western Palace, 
was regent Jointly with the Em- 
press of the Eastern Palace, who 
fortunately was not interested in 
government and politics. Yet, 
from this point, the element of 
chance may be said to have faded; 
for Yehonala began to make her 
own openings and to destroy those 
who opposed her, even though in 
one instance the person destroyed 
was her own son. 

Yehonala, then, has something 
in common with three famous 
persons, Cinderella. Catherine de 
Medici, and Queen Victoria. She 
certainly lose from rags to im- 
measurable riches, as did Cinder- 
ella; she as certainly destroyed 
those who resisted her as did 
Catherine; and like Victoria, and 
over the same period of years, she 
ruled one of the greatest nations 
of the world. 

Yehonala died in 1908, and four 
years later, when Signor Daniele 
Vare appeared in Peking as Secre- 
tary to the Italian Legation, her 
influence and memory still per- 
vaded the streets of the Forbidden 
City like an old perfume. - The 
legends of her rule were still alive, 
and. bandied about among the 
foreign population of the city, in- 
duced Vare to see in them the 
material for a thrilling biography 
of a famous and lovable woman. 
One can see vaguely, here and 
there as through a rippling veil, 
the mystery and charm which 
Vare saw when he conceived the 
biography. Bolstered by history 
and legend and supported by con- 
temporary documents of her late 
years, the life narrative that Vare 
visualised never approached his 
original conception. The reason 
why the author failed to produce 
a great book is obvious. He was 
dealing with the unknowable, the 
unapproachable. It was impossible 
to get together the concrete detail 



which is necessary to make a 
great biography. Moreover, if he 
could have gotten this mass of 
detail, the mystery which was an 
essential part of Vare's conception 
of Yehonala would have been dis- 
pelled. In short, our author at- 
tempted the impossible, so that it 
is no wonder that he failed. 

As clear a portion as any in the 
book is that relating to the Boxer 
uprising, which through its hor- 
rors worked the downfall of a 
dynasty and hastened the Open 
Door. This is necessarily based 
on foreign records, as the Chinese 
versions were deliberately be- 
clouded in order that the Chinese 
nation might not "lose face". 
Through it all the inner workings 
of the Court of Heaven are a mat- 
ter for conjecture, and Yehonala 
remains the woman who wished to 
drive the Foreign Devils into the 
sea, but who, failing in that, set 
out to captivate them with the 
splendors of her estate and her 
ingratiating manners. 

It is unfortunate that Signor 
Vare tried to write a biography 
when he had material for some 
excellent short stories, some his- 
torical essays,* and, possibly, with 
a goodly amount of imaginative 
bolstering, for a novel. As it is, 
the work lacks continuity; it does 
not hang together as a work of 
art should. And since we are on 
the subject of art, we may men- 
tion that Vare, as a foreigner 
writing in the medium of English, 
suffers the common ailment of 
most such writers. He is deficient 
in that illusive and nebulous qual- 
ity which is known as English 
prose style. 

Possibly the most valuable fea- 
ture of "The Last Empress" is the 
information which it contains, not 
about the Empress herself, but 
about the Chinese customs as 
practised in the old era, about the 
splendor of the palaces, and the 
decline of the Manchu dynasty 
under the rule of the aging Em- 
press and her retinue of Court 
eunuchs. The book is valuable in 
that it presents a new face of the 
Orient to the Western mind, opens 
new fields of thought to the in- 
telligent reader, and possibly ex- 
plains some of the reluctance of 
the Chinese to allow the Occiden- 
tal world free access to the doors 
of the crumbling empire. 



The unusual qualities of "Bali 
and Angkor" are but a reflection 
of the individuality of its author, 
Geoffrey Gorer. The book is 
ostensibly a travel book— about 
Sumatra, Java, Bali, Siam, the 
Malay states, and Indo-China— 
but the author has seen many 
things and thought a great deal 
before venturing to set down bis 
impressions of a strange section of 
the East. Somehow, one gets the 
impression that the countries in 
which Mr. Gorer tarried do no 
more I than pose another riddle 
for him to solve. He can be criti- 
cal of Angkor Wat while devoting 
his admiration to a single super - 



lative piece of carving; he can be 
interested in the native dances 
and modes of living; and from 
these things launch into musings 
on art and religion and life in 
general. Out of a conglomeration 
of essay and narrative, he has 
composed a work of intellectual 
excitement in which there is a 
touch of genius. Some extraordin- 
ary photographs conclude the 
book. 

John Dos Passes of "1919" now 
presents a sweeping panorama of 
predepression America which 
comes as a. revelation to us who 
had nearly forgotten the "Big 
Mo n e y" twenties. Everything 
carries* the story forward, head- 
lines in the papers, brief accounts 
of Valentine, Ford, Insull and 
Isadora Duncan, editorials from 
the papers, unrelated characters 
who were types in the halcyon! 
days — the mechanic whose for- 
tunes rose with the stock market; | 
the Vassar girl whose sympathies! 
drove her into the Communist J 
ranks; the successful bachelor 
who was a power in the office but 
a mistaken individual. "The Big 
Money" is a breathless novel 
which recreates with rush and 
roar an era and a state of mind. 

And then we pass very quietly 
to Post Wheeler's "Golden Legend 
of Ethiopia," which goes back to 
Soloman and Maqueda, who was 
Sheba's Queen of the Old Testa- 
ment. The lovely legend is added 
to from many other than Biblical 
sources, and tells of the glass floor 
and the birth of Menelyk, from 
whom Halle Selassie is descended. 
The whole story is one that all 
should know.

(Continued From* Page Two) 
economic picture is good or bad. 
and the consumption goods indus- 
tries do not suffer as severely as 
the so-called heavy goods — con- 
struction, plant equipment and 
similar lines. 

Altogether, considering the sea- 
son of the year, it is a roseate pic- 
ture, helped along by the veterans' 
bonus money that has been turn- 
ed loose, though recent statistics 
show that a goodly portion of 
bonus bonds have not been cashed 
and are being held as investments 
by veterans. The bonus stimulus 
may be removed later in the year 
when cash money has been spent, 
but that is a bridge yet to be 
crossed. For the time being 
"every prospect pleases." almost, 
in the economic picture. 

The average citizen may inter- 
pret that situation as he wills and 
in line with the two prevailing 
schools of political thought — that 
of the Republicans that such 
things happened in spite of Ad- 
ministration measures, the Demo- 
crats that it is because of Admin- 
istration recovery measures that 
theseJjMflgs are so. On the Re- 
publican side there will have to 
be a good deal of convenient for- 
getting to accept such a theory; It 
has long been the contention of 
that party that government 
policies determine prosperity as in 
the "full dinner pail" philosophy 
which is traditional with the party 
and its extravagant version of 
that same theory in 1928 — "the 
two cars in every garage and a 
chicken in every pot." 

But, regardless of the twist 
given the statistics by partisans, 
the continuance of recovery 
through the summer is calculated, 
unless political history makes a 
revolutionary turn, to have certain 
political repercussions. The brisk- 
er trade is, the smaller the chance 
of the Lemke candidacy and its 
affiliated Union for Social Justice 
and Townsendism to gain an ap- 
preciable foothold. Such promises 
of utopia usually fade before the 
factual revival of business and 
"good times" in general. At such 
times the "ins" are strengthened 
by the economic condition of the 
country and the "outs" by the 
same token find campaigning 
harder, just as the Democrats did 
during the unwholesome business 
advance of the 1920s. — Newport 
News Daily Press.

four tablespoons butter, one pound 
of grated cheese, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-half teaspoon mus- 
tard and one-half teaspoon Wor- 
cestershire sauce Add a little 
beer slowly as the cheese melts. 
Stir constantly until smooth and 
have the fire very low. Then mix 
two beaten orks with the remain- 
ing beer (use one cup of canned 
beer for the entire recipe). Add 
to the cheese mixture, stir a min- 
ute or so longer, and pour over 
the toast and onions. This serves 
tight persons. 

xpiced Chocolate Cup Cakei: 
Soften one-half cup butter, add 
on. and one-half cups brown sugar 
slowly, and cream these two In- 
gredients thoroughly. Add two 
well-beaten eggs then add the fol- 
lowing sifted dry ingredients al- 
ternately with one cup of canned 
beer: two cups pastry flour, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one tea- 
spoon soda, one-eichth teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon cinnamon, one- 
fourth teaspoon nutmeg, one- 
eighth teaspoon cloves and four 
tablespoons cocoa. Rake in cup 
cake pans and ice with chocolate 
butter icing or with any other do- 
sired chocolate Icing. This makes 
twenty-tour amali cup cakes.

Planted jn State 

During the spring planting sea- 
son 3,300 Chinese chestnuts 
planted on erosion control 
stration projects in Virginia by 
the Soil Conservation^ Service an 
cooperation with the jBureau of 
Plant Industry, according to BT. 
Y. Forsythe, chief forester of Oaf 
Service. Seedlings were pioduced 
at the Bureau's experimental 
nursery at Bell Station, Maryland. 

Chinese chestnut is partly Might 
resistant, says Mr. Forsythe, and 
will probably prove to be a good? 
substitute for the almost extinct 
American chestnut. 

Plantings were made largely to 
determine its Value under forest 
conditions for wood production 
and at the same time test its value 
as a producer of wildlife food and 
as an erosion control plant. 

Dr. G. F. Gravatt, senior patho- 
logist of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry, says the parent trees came 
from Tientsin, China, and have 
never shown any indication of 
weather injury at the experiment 
station. 

Blight has been present since 
the trees were small seedlings, he 
says, but has caused no material 
loss.

What time and test has joined 
together let no (wo)man put 
asunder!

married, joined-in-wedlock dishes 
that should never foe rent asunder 
by the careless cook. 

Most of these food unions have 
a good reason for their double 
blessedness — one of contrast hi 
color and texture, or one of sound 
and simple health and digestibility 
reasons. Some of their reasons, 
such as "applesauce cuts the 
grease of pork" sound a little 
quaint but behind the quaintness 
Is often good sound sense. 

Instinct can guide many of our 
good cooks when they tie the knot 
that binds. But many of us have 
to learn "what goes with what." 
And some of the "trial marriages" 
have proved so successful that we 
have new food-unions to add to 
our lists. 

Bananas and Cream 

The output of the dairy seems 
to have been made to accompany 
the fruit of the banana tree. Ban- 
anas and milk are the components 
of a famous diet; they are the re- 
commended between meal snack 
for the youngsters, and perfect 
together with cereal. Here's still 
another version, in this Banana 
Cream Salad Dressing: 
V 2 ripe banana 
s oup heavy cream 
i cup mayonnaise 
1 teasp. salt 

Peal banana, slice into bowl and 
beat until smooth and creamy. 
Add cream and continue, beating 
until mixture is stiff. Fold In 
mayonnaise and salt. Makes about 
1 cup of dressing— or eight serv- 
ings. (This dressing keeps well in 
a cool place for about 24 hours.) 

Dates and Cheese 

Dates and cheese lead a perfect- 
ly balanced "double-life" because 
they got together in the first place 
on sound nutritional principles! 
Pasteurized dates — which are pure 
as food can be — contain vitamins 
A and B, calcium for the bones, 
and iron for the blood, and com- 
bined with cheese, which is rich in 
protein, contribute good health, as 
well as good taste, to the family 
diet. Dates stuffed with soft mild 
cheese — cream or American — or 
dates and cream cheese or cottage 
cheese in sandwich fillings are old 
favorites. For an "afternoon tea 
date," these Cheese-Dates are de- 
licious : 

3 oz. yellow cheese 

>4 cup butter 

1 egg yolk, beaten 

% cup flour 

1 pkg. pasteurized dates 

Salt and cayenne to taste 
Cream cheese and butler to- 
gether. Add egg yolk, salt and 
pepper; add flour and mix thor- 
oughly. Shape small pieces of the 
dough with fingers into oblongs 
and wrap one around each date, 
; pressing dough together at the 
ends. Place on well-oiled baking 
sheet and bake in moderate oven 
(350° F.) 

Lamb and Mint 
Time was when Mary "had a 
little lamb"— she always served a 
mint sauce or mint Jelly to ac- 
company it! But modern Marys 
prove "the lamb is sure to go" on 
the best of menus, with a mint ice. 
The recipe given below Is sure-

1 cup sugar 

• 2 cup karo 

1 cup water 

1 cup fresh mint leaves or 
mint essence 

1 cup pineapple Juice, un- 
sweetened 



l 2 cup orange juice 
1 egg white 

Cook together the sugar, karo 
and water to 240" F. (or until it 
forms a soft ball when tried in 
cold water).

SOIL-BUILDING GRANTS INCLUDE 
USE OF SUPERPHOSPHATE, LIME 



The application of lime and 
superphosphate according to 
specified requirements is included 
in the list of approved practices 
which will qualify cooperating 
producers in the East Central 
Region for soil-building payments 
under the Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program, according to H. W. 
Ozlin, county agent. 

The rate of payment per acre 
for applying lime depends upon 
the form in which it is applied 
and upon the quantity of the 
material used. The rate for ap- 
plying ground limestone is the 
equivalent of $1.40 per ton in Vir- 
ginia. Payment will be made for 
applying as much as two tons per 
acre. 

Terms of Payment 

Payment will be made for ap- 
plying lime between January 1 
and October 31, 1936, on land used 
for the production of any soil- 
conserving crop or in connection 
with carrying out any approved 
legume seeding or green-manuring 
practice. Payment also will be 
made for applying ground lime- 
stone on land seeded to small 
grain between September 1, 1938, 
and October 31, 1936, where the 
application Is made in preparation 
for seeding a legume or green- 
manure crop in connection with 
the small-grain crop. 

The rate of payment per acre 
for applying superphosphate de- 
pends upon the quantity and 
analysis of supherphosphate ap- 
plied. For applying 16 percent 
superphosphate between January 
1, 1936, and October 31, 1936, on 
land used for the production of 
any soil-conserving crop or in 
connection with carrying out any 



approved legume seeding or green- 
manuring practice, the rate is 
equivalent to 50 cents per 100 
pounds. Payment will be made 
for applying as much as 500 
pounds per acre. 

Soil -building Allowance 

Although the above specified 
rates have been approved for soil- 
building practices, there is a soil- 
building allowance, or top limit 
for the soil-building payment. 
This top limit is calculated for 
any farm by multiplying by $1 the 
number of acres of soil-conserving 
crops on the farm in 1936, except 
that if this acreage is less than 
10 acres the soil-building allow- 
ance is $10. For example, on a 
farm with 60 acres in soil-con- 
serving crops in 1936, the soil- 
building allowance would be $60. 
The farmer would earn part or all 
of the $60, depending upon the 
amount to which he would be en- 
titled for applying lime or super- 
phosphate, or carrying out other 
approved soil-building practices 
on his farm in 1936.

finite interest on the part of the , 
Federal government. 

Appeal Plans Made 

In the event that the project is 
refused, those interested in the 
local development plan to base 
their appeal upon the congestion 
of the adjacent waterways caused 
by the dumping of sand and other 
deposits in the specified dumping 
grounds to the north and west of 
Lynnhaven Inlet in Chesapeake 
Bay./ Over a 30 year period, it 
was'learned, an approximate 150,- 
000,000 cubic yards of sand have 
been dumped here from other 
dredging activity, yet soundings 
recently made suggest that no 
more than 10,000.006 cubic yards 
remain. 

It is the contention of local 
backers of the channel that a con- 
siderable portion of the other 
140,000,000 cubic yards of sand 
have been washed into Lynnhaven 
Bay, Lynnhaven River and the 
other tributaries, adding in great 
measure to the situation existing 
today as a result of the lack of a 
proper ebb and flow of tide. Since 
the government has been respon- 
sible for the designation of this 
dumping ground, the county group 
believe it to be the duty of the 
government to clear up the dam- 
age done by the shifting of the 
deposits. 

Would Aid Oyster Industry 

As has been pointed out before, 
creation of the channel would go 
far to revive a rapidly disappear- 
ing Lynnhaven oyster industry, 
the while it would pave the way 
for a suitable waterway for yachts 
desiring to anchor in the vicinity 
of Virginia Beach. Spokesmen 
from the Department of Com- 
merce and the U. S. Army have 
voiced their approval of the dredg- 
ing program. 

Should the project be accepted, 
local interests will continue their 
share of the cost of development 
of a suitable channel by widening 
and deepening the cut already 
made from Long Creek into Broad 
Bay. Further support of the mea- 
sure has been promised by the 
State Highway Department, which 
stands ready to construct a 32- 
foot drawbridge over the present 
channel where it crosses Route 
619.

More than 3,000 hogs and 2t» 
mules in the county have been 
vaccinated to date, ST. T. Ozlin, 
county agent, reported yesterday. 
Mules, he said, are vaccinated 
against spinal meningitis and bot- 
ulinus infection. While the vaccine 
used for hogs is a preventive Of 
cholera. Many more hogs yet re- 
main to be so treated, Mr. Ozlin 
continued. 

Recent marked activity in the 
demand for vaccine has resulted 
from the report of four or five 
deaths of hogs in the county. 
Farmers defray the cost of the 
materials and the treatment is 
administered free of charge. 



PEER of all luncheon loaves is 
a new recipe combining Brazil 
nuts, ham and potato salad. And 
when the dish finally is decked 
with lettuce, tomato and cucum- 
ber, it has appeal to the eye as 
well as the taste. 

Simplicity itself in the mak- 
ing, it is adapted to the warm- 
est days of summer — days when 
refrigerated food is most re- 
freshing. 

Chilling the loaf thoroughly 
for several hours in an automa- 
tic refrigerator is a new trick for 
the cook who usually thinks of 
baking meat loaves. Instructions 
for making the new dish are: 
Marinate potatoes and onion in 
French dressing for a half-hour. 
Add Brazil nuts and enough 
mayonnaise to moisten. Mix well 
and then pack half the. potato 
salad in a medium-sized bread 
pan. Mix ham, mustard and 
enough mayonnaise to moisten, 
and then spread over potato sal- 
ad. Pack in remaining potato 
salad and chill mixture in re- 
frigerator several hours. 

Serve on a chop plate gar- 
nished with sliced cucumbers, 
sliced tomatoes and romaine or 
lettuce.

Depart men t of Industrial 
Hygiene Created to Study 
Working Conditions. 



Dr. I. C. Riggin. state health 
commissioner of Virginia, this 
week announced the creation of 
a new department of Industrial 
Hygiene, with Dr. W. D. Tillson as 
its director. The announcement 
was made through the Virginia 
State Chamber of Commerce. Dr. 
R. T. Homewood will be jengineer 
of the hew department. 

"The census of 1930 shows that 
Virginia had 221,539 persons en- 
gaged in manufacturing, mechan- 
ical and mineral industries. Of 
these about 63.000 were engaged 
In occupations which have been 
known to be associated with 
specific occupational diseases," 
Dr. Riggin stated. 

Worker's Health Studied 

"With an increase in the num- 
ber of industries coming to Vir- 
ginia, many of which are of types 
new to the state and each of 
which may carry its own potential 
health hazards, a prime consider- 
ation is the health of the indus- 
trial worker. 

"Because of limited finances a 
program of industrial hygiene has 
not been possible in the past. 
However, with federal funds avail- 
able under the Social Security Act, 
it is now possible to begin this 
phase of the public health pro- 
gram. 

To Conduct Survey 

"The function of the Depart- 
ment of Health's new bureau will 
be primarily that of service. The 
first activity will logically be a 
preliminary survey of the indus- 
tries in the state to learn the na- 
ture of work and general working 
conditions in the various indus- 
tries. This preliminary survey 
should show, in a general way, 
the number of workers in various 
Industries who may be exposed 
to conditions which affect health. 

"The services»of the bureau will 
be available to industries which 
desire information on actual con- 
centrations of dust, fumes, or 
vapors from various processes; 
and determination of efficiency of 
ventilation equipment for the 
alleviation of such conditions; and 
likewise for assistance in the con- 
duct of studies in illumination, 
humidity, or other phases of the 
workroom environment."

Thirty-Day Season May Be 
Stretched to Seventy-seven 
by Following: Ducks. 



Hunters of the north central 
States can get 77 days of duck 
shooting this fall if they follow 
the flight of the birds from north 
to south and can afford to pay 
the out-of-State license fees. 

But they will have to plug their 
repeating shotguns to a three- 
shell limit and restrict their 
shooting from 7 a. m. to 4 p. m. 
just as they did last year. Likewise 
they won't be able to use live 
decoys or bait to lure the birds. 

The 77-day season is made pos- 
sible, despite a 30-day limit in 
each State, by division of the 
country into three zones — north- 
ern, central and southern. The 
northern season opens Octo- 
ber 10 and closes November 8, the 
central runs from November 1 to 
30 and the southern from Novem- 
ber 26 to December 25. 

Thus, a Wisconsin hunter can 
enjoy 30 days of shooting in his 
home State, drop, down into Illi- 
nois for 22 more and continue on 
into any number of southern 
States for 25 more days, winding 
up on Christmas. Likewise, Min- 
nesota, Dakota or Michigan 
sportsmen can do the same. 

In announcing the regulations, 
the biological survey departed 
from last years* rules in two im- 
portant respects. It closed the 
season entirely on canvasback. 
redhead and Atlantic Brant ducks 
and removed the restriction 
against open water shooting. Last 
year blinds and floating devices 
were restricted to 100 feet from 
shore lines. 

As in 1935, all hunters over 16 
years of age must confine their 
bags to 10 ducks and four geese 
and brant. 

Biological survey experts said 
the canvasback and redhead 
population had suffered most 
from the drought and had been 
overshot in the past. 

"If the species are to survive, 
they must be let alone for a 
white," one official said.

$274,000 Borrowed by County 
Farmers from Federal 
Agency in Baltimore. 



HAVING sufficient intensity to 
penetrate four inches of steel, 
the 230,000 volt X-Ray machine in 
the new chemical and metallurgical 
laboratory of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany will photograph a crankshaft 
in three minutes, revealing the 
soundness of the steel. In the above 
view, the operator is positioning a 
V-8 crankshaft preparatory to mak- 
ing a picture. 

The new machine is equipped 
with an oil-cooled fine focus radio- 

[raphic tube, and is housed in a 
ead-walled room to protect the 
operator from its rays. When the 
machine is in operation, the opera-

tor watches through a safety lead 
glass window. Doors to the room 
are equipped with safety devices 
which automatically shut-off the 
machine if opened when it is in 
operation. 

Additional X-Ray equipment" is 
used largely in research to improve 
casting and steel treating technique 
through a study of the atomic 
structure of finished steels and 
alloys. At present, 36 different 
kinds of steel, all designed for spe- 
cific purposes, are used in the Ford 
V-8 and 16 other steels are used 
in its manufacture. 



SERIOUS STUDY REPLACES GOSSIP 
AMONG PATIENTS AT SANATORIUM 



Discussion of the three Rs has 
replaced former gossip about 
symptoms among a large group of 
patients in Catawba Sanatorium, 
Roanoke County, according to H. 
Laurie Smith, President of the 
Virginia Tuberculosis Association. 
Mr. Smith explained that nearly 
100 of Catawba's more than 300 
patients have gone in for serious 
study and training to equip them- 
selves to face a workaday world 
when they are discharged from 
this State institution. 

This work of rehabilitation, 
sponsored by the Virginia Tuber- 
culosis Association, has been real- 
ized and made possible through 
funds supplied by the Works Pro- 
gress Administration, under the 
direction of J. L. Blair Buck, of 
Richmond, State Director of the 
WPA emergency education pro- 
gram. 

Business Study Popular 

While a variety of subjects are 
being taught at Catawba, business 
courses seem to be the most pop- 
ular, a large number of patients 
being enrolled in shorthand, type- 
writing and bookkeeping classes. 
Tuberculosis being a disease of 
youth, most of the patients bene- 
fiting from the classes are be- 
tween 16 and 25 years of age. 
Many of them .had not finished 
high school when compelled to 
enter Catawba, and this group is 
giving most attention to studying 
subjects for which they will re- 
ceive credits toward a high school 
diploma. 

Some of the patients were illi- 
terate when stricken; within the 
past year six' of these have been 
taught to read and write. Some 
of the older ones have been com- 
pelled to forsataktheir former oc- 
cupations because of their phy- 
sical handicap, and are pursuing 
mechanical drawing, commercial 
art and other courses made avail- 
able through correspondence by 
the University of Nebraska. 
Bedside Study Held 

A variety of classes are being 
taught by three teachers — Misses 
Janie Lee Reynolds, Evelyn Spig- 
gle and Louise Echols. In some 
cases, bedside instruction is nec- 
essary, but the advancement in 
knowledge being made is pron- 
ounced by Dr. J. B. Nichous, 
Medical Director, to be stimulat- 
ing morale among these patients 
and thereby promoting their 
convalescence and recovery. 

Dr. Nichous has given his en- 
thusiastic support to this work 
of rehabilitation of the Catawba 
patients, and in this he is joined 
by Richard N. Anderson, Director 
of the Federal rehabilitation work 
in Virginia. The latter, in co- 
operation with the Virginia Tuber- 
culosis- Association, plans to ex- 
tend study classes to Blue Ridge 
Sanatorium, at Charlottesville, 
and Piedmont Sanatorium, for 
Negroes, at Burkeville. Miss Leslie 
Combs Foster, Executive Secretary 
of the Association, said that it 
was hoped by her organization 



that classes could be opened at 
Charlottesville and Burkeville next 
month. 

This work, a part of the bene- 
fits spread in Virginia by the an- 
nual sale of Christmas Seals, has 
attracted wide attention. Mrs. B. 
W. Burhtie, representing the 
Bureau of Rehabilitation of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
who visited Catawba where she 
made tests of the patient -pupils, 
and assisted in planning the pro- 
ject, spoke in ■ glowing terms of 
this progressive step in the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis and stated 
Catawba is the first sanatorium 
in the South in which she had 
given the "aptitude and achieve- 
ment" tests. She promised the 
Virginia Association full coopera- 
tion in further developing and 
making the work permanent. 



Federal land bank and land 
bank commissioner loans made to 
Princess Anne county farmers 
from May, 1933 up to July 1 this 
year amounted to more than 
$274,000, according to a statement 
from E. P. Crider, vice-president 
of the Federal Land Bank of 
Baltimore. 

A total of 78 loans has been 
made in the county in the 3-year 
period since the Farm Credit 
Administration- -was organized. 
While farmers here and elsewhere 
in the State used most of the 
money to refinance their old debts 
into long-term loans, a larger pro- 
portion of loans is now going to 
finance the purchase of farms. 

The Federal Land bank loaned 
Princess Anne county farmers 
$165,400 on first mortgages in the 
3-year period, and loaned $108,800 
from funds of the land bank com- 
missioner on first and second 
mortgage security. 

Commissioner loans, first au- 
thorized in 1933, were made in 
amounts not to exceed 75 per cent 
of the appraised normal value of 
the property. These loans were 
used almost entirely at first for 
emergency refinancing. The Farm 
Credit Act of 1935 authorized 
using them to refinance farm 
purchases with the idea that this 
would give many farmers, parti- 
cularly young men and tenants, a 
better chance to buy farms. Ex- 
perience, equipment, and a rea- 
sonable down payment are re- 
quired. 4 

Since the act was passed, Vir- 
ginia farmers have obtained over 
$19,951,000 from the land bank 
and commissioner to assist in 
buying farms.

Industi 
centers were operating p] 
above seasonal expectations 
Drouth Conthwes 

The drouth and hot wea 
continued to be unfavorable 
factors in some sections, but there 
was some improvement in the crop 
situation, and drouth losses were 
not appreciably reflected hi the 
wholesale markets. Minneapolis 
reported slight benefit from 
showers, but forest fires had af- 
fected 200,000 acres in Northern 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. Feed 
crops and cotton were Injured by 
record heat, according to the 
Dallas report which estimated the 
Texas cotton crop at 72% of 
normal and the yield at 3.850,000 
bales, compared with 2,950,000 
last year. The Indianapolis report 
said one-fourth the corn crop in 
that State was destroyed and con- 
tinued crop deterioration in Mis- 
souri was reported by St. Louis 
where there were helpful scatter- 
ing showers. In Louisville, it was 
said tobacco prospects were im- 
proved and rains had revived pas- 
tures, late potatoes and gardens 
but several county fairs were can- 
celled because of the shortage of 
agricultural products which re- 
sulted in trucking corn and hay 
from Michigan. The Jacksonville 
report said the citrus crop was 
larger than last year, but the con- 
dition below the average. Brisk 
tobacco sales continued at Live 
Oak and are scheduled to open in 
nine South Carolina cities Thurs- 
day. The Cleveland report esti- 
mated the Ohio corn crop at $80,- 
000,000 and wheat at half that 
amount. Favorable agricultural 
conditions prevailed in the regions 
of Memphis, Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Pacific Coast Cities. In Port- 
land, full cargoes of wheat were 
booked from North Pacific ports 
for the Gulf for the first time in 
many months and flour sales to 
the Philippines reached unusually 
high levels. The hop harvest was 
started in that area with employ- 
ment available to 30,000 workers 
for the 50.000 bale yield. Los 
Angeles "estimated the farm in- 
come of that area at the largest 
since 1930. 

Considerably increased real 
estate activity occurred in St. 
Louis, Jacksonville, Los Angeles, 
Minneapolis, Atlanta, and Birm- 
ingham, the latter city predicting 
a shortage of living quarters. 
Shortage of Labor 

The Boston report called atten- 
tion to an increasingly acute 
shortage of skilled labor in Spring- 
field and said July pay rolls in 
Rhode Island were 13.5% above 
the 1935 month. In Portland, the 
WPA registration dropped from 
21.000 to 13,000 due to improved 
conditions. Memphis reported the 
best gains in years and in Los 
Angeles many lines were unable 
to secure a sufficient amount oi 
skilled labor. 

The steel centers were busy with 
a backlog of orders expected to 
sustain the operating rate through 
September with the demands of 
automobile manufacturers for 
materials for the 1937 models be- 
ing felt. A brisk demand con- 
tinued for sheets, bars and struc- 
tural shapes. The Republic Steel 
Corporation started a $7,200,000 
expansion program, according to 
the Cleveland report, with a con- 
tract awarded for enlargement of 
the Niles. Ohio, plant. A Pitts- 
burgh firm received an order for 
113 miles of pipeline, involving 
$1,500,000. Detroit activity reced- 
ed seasonally, but was the strong- 
est in years with the steel oper- 
ating rate standing at 100%. In 
Charleston $1,000,000 was author- 
ised to complete the 23 miles long 
aqueduct connecting Edisto River 
and Goose Creek, making avail-

Find You Out 
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Rolling down to Rio? No, an example of what happens when you don't 
hold your camera level. 



ONE of the satisfactions of ami 
tcur photography Is that Lady 
Luck will so often play you the 
kindest of tricks. Much oftene.r than 
shooting an arrow aimlessly and hit- 
ting the mark, yon may shoot a pic- 
ture without precaution or thinking 
of focus, exposure time or diaphragm 
opening, and. nevertheless, when the 
negative is developed, And that yon 
have obtained in all respects a good 
photograph. Dumb lurk it is, really, 
but a tribute also to the capability 
of modern photographic equipment. 
Modern cameras and films allow so 
much latitude for careless and Inex- 
pert use that, while they are no< 
robots in their performance, they do 
cover up a lot of picture-taking sins. 
Fortunate as that may be. It Is 
certain that the amateur who de- 
pends on luck entirely will get many 
poor pictures and waste a Jot of film. 
There are some sins which he can- 
not commit with impunity. Here 
they are: 

1. Tipping the camera with the re- 
sult that lu the picture buildings 
appear to be toppling, and rivers 
run uphill or downhill. 

2. Allowing the camera to move as 
the shutter fa snapped, or Jerking 
the shutter release under tbe im- 
pression that It can thus be made to 
move faster. Result: Marred picture.

Current Production Only One- 
half of Last Year; Drought 
HeM 





Because of dry weather and the 
needs of farmers who plan to take 
part in the Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program next year, farmers 
are taking special interest in sup- 
plies of seed of soil-conserving 
crops, according to W. H. Daugh- 
trey, extension agronomist, in 
charge of the new program in 
Virginia. 

In most areas, he points out, 
farmers are growing as large a 
quantity of roughage as possible 
to meet livestock needs. Aside 
from this result of drought, many > 
farmers have indicated their in 
terest in the purchase of seed 
plies of the grasses and legumes 
for 1937 that are encouraged un- 
der the conservation program. 

"For those reasons," Mr. Daugh- 
trey says, "the seed supply for fan 
and spring plantings of adapted 
soil-conserving crops is unusually 
important. Early reports by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Econo- 
mics show that the seed crops of 
bluegrass, orchard grass, red top, 
and meadow fescue are about one- 
half as huge as tbe seed crops of 
last year. Effects of the drought 
win also be reflected in the supply 
of timothy seed. It still is too 
early to estimate the seed crops 
of alfalfa, red clover, and lesped- 
eza, but severe drought has af- 
fected the regions that produce 
the major part of the seed supply 
of these crops. 

"Where it Is practicable for 
farmers to harvest the seeds of 
soil-conserving crops they may 
not only supply their own needs 
but also help in supplying the de- 
mands of their neighbors." 

Mr. Daughtrey adds that coun- 
ty agents. State college agrono- 
mists, and other qualified individ- 
uals wiU be glad to give advice on 
the seed situation in the State and 
on how to harvest, cure, store, and 
clean seed crops.

of the grand jury relative to an 
forms of gambling which, until 
last Sunday, have existed here 
were placed In the hands of town 
and county policemen this week 
with official instructions to con- 
fiscate any and an apparatus 
found and to arrest those respon- 
sible for the law violations. In- 
sofar aa could be determined from 
town and county sources, open 
gaming at Virginia Beach and its 
environs tat a thing of the past, 
with former official tolerance now 
dissipated Into thin air. 

A careful survey of hotels, 
casinos, night clubs and business 
houses yesterday revealed no in- 
stances of gambling, with all slot 
machines locked securely in back j, 
rooms and other gaming equip- 
ment either under lock and key 
or carried away by the operators 
Into more lucrative fields. The 
dog track, center of the legal 
furore, has been darkened, the 
equipment dismantled and stored 
to await a more propitious time of 
operation. 

Night Clubs Boom 

" A further check on hotels and 
cottages to determine whether or 
not the absence of the gambling 
equipment has resulted in a loss 
of patronage drew few positive 
responses. Crowds have decreased 
appreciably at the casinos, but 
night clubs report a decided boom 
since the closing of the track and 
the elimination of the previously 
competitive indoor sports. 

Private opinion appears to be to 
the effect that the few vacation- 
ists who will leave here because 
of the absence of gambling will 
be compensated for by a larger 
influx of visitors who haveveered 
away from Virginia Beach in past 
years because of the temptations 
to gamble placed openly before 
their children. No one, a citizen 
remarked this week, will suffer 
from the closing order except 
those persons and places which 
have made their livelihood 
through operation of the illegal 
devices. 



Following is the text of the re- 
port of the Princess Anne County 
grand Jury on dog race betting 
and other forms of gambling at 
Virginia Beach: 

"This grand Jury, called and 
charged by you for the investiga- 
tion of gambling within the Town 
of Virginia Beach and surround- 
ing sections of Princess Anne 
County, respectfully submits its 
findings and recommendations 
herewith. 

'.'While the present investigation 
was largely precipitated by the 
sale of so-called 'options' at the 
Cavalier Kennel Club of Virginia 
Beach, we have chosen to deal 
with the situation as a whole, 
rather than with any particular 
aspect of the case. We find that 
many forma of gambling have 
flourished at the resort through- 
out the present season. Such de- 
vices aa slot machines, wheel 
games and penny-heart have 
operated entirely in the open; 
while others, such as roulette 
wheels, crap tables, cage dice, 
numbers racket and book-making, 
have prospered under some sem- 
blance of cover. 

"It la our opinion, though it 
could probably not be proved, that 
many of the above games are 



either backed or operated by inter- 
ests that have come into Virginia 
Beach from outside of the State. 
In view of the fact that these in- 
terests have been permitted to 
operate unmolested, it is not sur- 
prising that some misguided local 
citizens have attempted to take 
the law into their own hands and 
do likewise. 

"What has happened in the case 
of the dog track is precisely this: 
During the season of 1935 outside 
interests came to Virginia Beach 
and opened a track with the op- 
tion system of betting. Arrests 
were made and the system de- 
clared illegal by our local lower 
courts. This season, those same 
interests returned and opened the 
track with midget auto racing and 
Ithe sale of sweepstake tickets. 
This venture also ran afoul of the 
law and generally proved unpro- 
fitable.

Few Water Systems 

He added that this low percent- 
age of electrified farms means 
fewer radio sets and fewer water 
systems and less electrical equip- 
ment of all kinds which could 
lighten the drudgery of farm 
work.

Young Gimbert, who had been 
held in jail since his arrest be- 
cause he could not raise the re- 
quired $1,000 bond set by the 
court, appeared without counsel 
and entered an emphatic plea of 
not guilty. When witnesses ap- 
peared in his defense and testi- 
fied as to his whereabouts on the 
night of the assault, Justice 
Whitehurst ordered an acquittal. 
The prosecution admitted that 
there was no definite evidence to 
offer against the boy, the charge 
having been made merely upon 



the hearsay suspicion of residents 
of Lynnhaven. 

That suspicion, it was learned, 
was occasioned by an alleged 
long-standing enmity towards Mr. 
Mills frequently expressed by 
Gimbert during his school days. 
The defendant denied the allega- 
tions of the prosecution and was 
especially insistent that it was not 
his hand which hurled a rock 
through a window in the Mills 
home several years ago. He held, 
he said, no animosity towards the 
storekeeper and he disclaimed an 
knowledge of the attack. 

Witnesses Testify 

Among the witnesses to testify 
in his behalf were Mr. and Mrs. 
Raymond Gimbert, his brother 
and sister-in-law, who told the 
court that Freddie was visiting in 
their home at the time the crime 
was committed. Another witness 
to appear before the court was 
Will Tillet, also of Lynnhaven, 
who is alleged to have seen the

THE GRAND JURY MARES ITS 
REPORT 



Striking decisively and with 
certain knowledge of existing con- 
ditions at unchallenged gambling 
•ractices at Virginia Beach, the 
report submitted last Monday 
afternoon to Judge B. D. White 
«f the Circuit Court by the coun- 
ty grand jury appeals to us, with 
two notable exceptions, as an ex- 
cellent analysis of the illegal and 
disturbing situation that has 
Agisted here for many years. Its 
fftwltng n and its recommendations 
surpass expectations, and the re. 
port is a distinct credit to those 
•responsible for Its submission. 

The grand jury's failure to serve 
Up a wholesale lot of indictments 
•against the operators and spon- 
sors of gambling devices of all 
kinds— justified, as we see it, by 
-the members' own assertion that 
auch a course was without their 
province— places the duty of law 
enforcement and subsequent ar- 
rests where it properly belongs, 
upon the county and town of- 
ficers. If the jury's recommenda- 
tions, backed by Judge White's in- 
structions to the constabulary, are 
carried out, this section will be 
iiee of the curse of petty racket- 
eering that has made such mark- 
Ad inroads into local life during 
the past few years. 

Whether or not such an ideal 
situation will be brought about 
Is a matter which can be deter- 
mined only by events and actions 
which lie in the future. If the 
picture presented by the bootleg- 
ger of past years is a fair com- 
parison — and those operating the 
Beach's gambling rackets are 
more closely associated with the 
official and civic life of this com- 
munity than was ever the boot- 
legger—the path of enforcement 
will be an uphill climb. There is 
a parallel here, we believe, for 
not alone does friendship flourish 
between gambling operators and 
enforcement officers, but a cer- 
tain sentiment of good size among 
local residents and visitors also 
favors that which has lately been 
characterized — and which has al- 
ways been, indeed— as illegal and 
subject to punishment. 

Here, then, lies the crux of the 
matter. After years of quibbling 
and blatant disregard for the law 
which county and town officers 
have sworn to uphold, the un- 
savoury mess has been brought 
into the open, examined impar- 
tially and, on the whole, fairly, and 
placed squarely before those who 
are paid to carry out the will of 
the people as expressed in the Vir- 
ginia legal code. Should the of- 
ficers carry out their part of the 
performance and should they be 
hacked by their superiors who will 
ett In judgment upon the offend- 
ers, showing favor to none, we 
need have no further fear that 
Use slot machine, the wheel game, 
penny hearts tabte, the num- 
pad and the bookmaker's 
chart will function here, not even 
to the back rooms of hotel or cafe. 



"outside" money, imputing to all 
but local capital a sinister motive. 
We object with alt of the force 
within our power to such a deli- 
berate misstatement of the facts, 
finding in this section one of the 
two exceptions to a dispassionate 
and unprejudiced survey of actual 
conditions. 

The slot machine racket is 
largely one of local ownership. 
The numbers racket is allegedly 
in the same classification. The 
majority of the roulette wheels, 
crap tables, bird cages and the 
like have been operated by men 
associated with this community 
for many years. The petty gamb- 
ling devices which have been 
stable fixtures of the town's rank- 
ing casino have been brought here, 
if not owned outright, by the local 
operators. If outside capital has 
made an appearance in one or two 
instances during the past few 
years, it has not inaugurated any- 
thing new but merely followed a 
course and a procedure established 
by that which is essentially local.

The only aBegeA new gambling 
setup which might properly be

Outside capital, we hold, on the 
contrary, has been a valuable 
factor to the development of Vir- 
ginia Beach. The Florida organ- 
ization, represented by F. A. Van. 
Patten, must be credited with the 
first impetus designed to raise the 
status of Virginia Beach from a 

Sirefy local summering ground to 
at of a nattonany-known resort. 
That their grandiose schemes did 
not succeed does not take away 
from them the credit for the valu- 
able forces which they brought 
into being. Further, can anyone 
deny the influence brought to play 
upon that development by the 
Laskin family, by the Blumenthals 
and others who came into Virginia 
Beach at about the same time? 
Does not the development of Bird- 
neck Point stand as a monument 
to outside capital? Or, are the 
many residences now being built 
north of the town limits by out- 
siders not additional proof of the 
beneficent effects of outside 
capital? 

More of this, we maintain, is 
needed to insure to Virginia Beach 
her place in the sun, and we hold 
as unwarranted and unfair any 
references of the type mode in the 
report of the grand jury.

Overlooking the continued re-

Here, we 
believe, the grand Jury has 
usurped the power of Judge and 
jury, for no certainty of guilt may 
be ascribed to anyone until a 
State court has ruled the disputed 
option system as illegal. The men 
who aligned themselves with the 
previous track officials and the 
American Legion Post, which en- 
tered Into a contract as benefici- 
aries of the track's operation, be- 
lieved, as they still believe, that 
no violation was manifest and 
they resent, as well they may, the 
characterisation of "dupes" and 
"victims of their own bad Judg- 
ment." 

We refrain from further discus- 
sion of the legality of the option 
system until it has had its day to 
court. When the case has been 
decided, and we have no disposi- 
tion to try it in these columns, 
the decision will go far to back 
up or disprove the grand jury's 
contention regarding local parti- 
cipation in its management. Until 
such time, however, we must ob- 
ject to the Jurors* written state- 
ment, holding it both unnecessary 
and unfair. 

So much for our objections. 
What are the undoubted merits 
of the report? 

By attributing to Justice Ores- 
ham and Assistant Police Justice 
Hayman equal responsibility for 
the fiasco of the August 18 trial, 
the grand jury appeared to look 
with more clarity upon the real 
situation than did Judge White 
in his initial charge. Justice Ores- 
ham, as the appointed trial justice 
for the county, should have been 
sufficiently familiar with the 
statute creating and defining his 
office to know that Mr. Hayman 
not permitted by taw to sit 
be case.

No more interesting 
made hi the entire report 
that winch recommends the legal- 
izing of the parl-motuel system 
of betting under Meal option. 
Gambling, as the report states, 
wfll continue whether legal or 
Illegal, and particularly is this so 
in a resort community. It la 
logical, therefore, that the least 
vicious forms of gambling be given 
a legal status and the means and 
methods of operation so controll- 
ed that the public receives a fair 
return en its "investments" and 
the government a proper share of 
taxes from such operation. 

A track at Virginia Beach, 
whether it be dedicated to the 
horse or the dog, or both, would 
go far. to insure against a general 
lack of sympathy for the return 
of the robbing slot machine, the 
take-all penny hearts table and 
the greedy roulette wheel.

ough the dog track received 
jority of the attention of 
the grand jury, no part of the 
report was so scathing or so posi- 
tive to its charge of illegality as 
was that section devoted to slot 
machines and other wheel devices 
which have been in operation for 
many years and which lately 
dominated every store, restaurant, 
hot-dog stand and hotel, regard- 
less of size or location. These 
menaces to the pocketbooks of the 
public and to the morals of the 
youngsters, flaunting themselves 
wi every street corner in direct 
violation of the law, have been 
allowed to run unmolested by 
either county or city officials un- 
til caught to the anti-gambling 
investigation of the past week, as 
closely identified with Virginia 
Beach life as are the waves which 
roll on the shore. 

Though repeated protests have 
been levelled at their continuance 
by residents and visitors 
there was little hope evinced for 
their regulation or removal until 
popular sentiment, aroused by 
what appeared to be a biased at- 
tack upon the dog track prompted 
largely by other gambling inter- 
ests, demanded their investigation 
and their consequent removal if 
found contrary to law. Today, 
thanks to the honesty and good 
faith of the grand jury, they are 
gone, nevermore to be returned to 
their accustomed places under 
penalty of immediate arrest and 
stringent sentence. 

So ends— for all time,*we hope- 
one of the biggest nuisances which 
this community has had to cope 
with for many years. Outlawed 
in all sections of the country, this 
has been the paradise of the slot 
machine— which returns an esti- 
mated five-cent piece for each 
eighty cents invested— the Eden of 
the iron monster that has taken 
an inestimable toll of nickels, 
dimes and quarters from children 
and adults.

The recommendations of the 
grand jury speak for themselves 
and need no interpretation. They 
appeal to us as the result of seri- 
ous study of a serious problem and 
an honest effort to comply with 
the taw without any attempt to 
make Virginia Beach or its en- 
virons, as has been charged by 
those in disagreement with the 
jury's findings, into s Sunday 
School meeting ground. It is safe 
to say that for every resident or 
vacationist who will leave this 
community because of the curb 
on gambling, tarn, three or more 
of a higher type of desirability 
wiU come here because of the 
added health tone produced by 
their removal. . 

If carried out, and Judge White 
has' given every reasonable as- 
surance that the officers will fol- 
low closely the recommendations, 
there win be no need for further 
investigations of this type. More 
than that, much of the stigma 
which now attaches to Virginia 
Beach as a "wide open resort 
where anything goes" will have 
been removed and a more desir- 
able type of publicity secured. 
Neither the Beach nor the county 
has lost anything from this action, 
and responsible business men have 
been given the assurance that 
henceforth they will not be forced 
to compete with irresponsible 
rackets.

SLOT MACHINES AND LABOR 
DAT 

Although the frequently heard 
rumor cannot be traced to any 
authentic or responsible source 
thus far, the word Is out that slot 
machines will be back in their ac- 
customed positions over the com- 
ing Labor Day weekend. We pass 
the word along to the responsible 
county and town authorities for 
what it may be worth. Certainly 
the operators and their machines 
will bear watching, for ta spite of 
the Norfolk Ledger-Dispatch's 
front-page assertion that the ma- 
chines have been hauled away by 
the truckloads during the past few 
days we have failed to learn of 
one piece of equipment that has 
been moved beyond the legal 
limits of Virginia Beach. 

There is no question in our 
minds that the full Import of the 
alike, grand jury's statement and re- 
commendations relative to gamb- 
ling devices has not yet been ab- 
sorbed by local operators. Further, 
we have no idea that those to 
whom the devices have paid a 
lucrative return are yet ready to 
quit the scene without another 
desperate attempt to regain their 
former position. It this is so, 
there is every reason to believe 
that next weekend will be the 
proper time to attempt such a 

coup. 

Certain it is that the numbers 
racket has not yet been halted, 
although those who take the daily 
contributions have not detoured 
one bit from their accustomed 
practice. Are the Town author- 
ities and policemen to sit by and 
disregard in its entirety the man- 
dates of the Virginia code? R 
would appear so from the lack of 
interest exhibited so far by those 
charged with law enforcement. 

Whether or not the slot ma- 
chines will return is a matter of 
which we cannot speak until after 
the Labor Day weekend has come 
and gone. We do assert, however, 
that we shall be on the lookout 
for any violation of the law and 
any such violation found shall be 
reported to the proper officials 
with a request for action.

A Chicago judge has given im- 
petus to 'the movement against 
capital punishment, which, ta re- 
cent years, has been vigorously 
pushed by its adherents and just 
as vigorously opposed by those 
who believe in the efficacy of the 
old Mosaic taw of an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth. 

The Jurist was sentencing to the 
electric chair Mrs. Mildred Mary 
Bolton, who had confessed the 
murder of her husband. At the 
same time, however, he asserted 
that "the Kf e-for-llfe philosophy 
is a relic of feudalism," and that 
the idea that "a debt to society 
can be paid by a human body 
chilled by death is a philosophy 
encrusted by social futility." 

This view is held over a great 
part of the civilised world. Some 
years ago, a committee of the 
British government brought ta a 
report which recommended aboli- 
tion of the death penalty over a 
period of five years, so as to test 
the effect of dealing more bene- 
volently with extreme wrongdoers. 
It is significant that Conservatives 
refused to join, in the findings. 
The majority report "Was form- 
ulated by Liberals and Laborites. 
Apparently, nothing came of the 
recommendation. Britain is noted 
for the speed with which it hangs 
capital offenders. 

Of the 48 states of the Union 
41 prescribe electrocution, hang- 
ing, the lethal gas chamber or 
shooting for murder, in many of 
these, capital punishment Is ex- 
tended to other crimes. Seven 
states have adopted life imprison- 
ment as the penalty for murder. 
About half of these, however, im- 
pose the death sentence on those 
who kill while serving the extreme 
term. 

The efficacy of capital punish- 
ment as a crime deterrent has 
been disputed with figures which 
at least give color to the argu- 
ment against it. A few years ago, 
the League to Abolish the Death 
Penalty, stated that the homicide 
rate from 1919 to 1928 was 8.3 
per 100,000 population, while in 
six states where life Imprisonment 
was the maximum punishment, 
the rate was 3.6. Significantly 
enough, it was found that the 
highest rates obtained ta certain 
southern" states where from one 
to four crimes other than murder 
were punishable by death. In Vir- 
ginia, for example, the homicide 
rate was 18.3 for this period. 

Other statistics have been pro. 
duced to show that it is laxness 
in enforcing the laws against 
homicide, and not any specific 
law, which encourages the killer- 
criminal. Writing to the President 
ta 1933, after Mr. Roosevelt had 
been reported as expressing op- 
position to capital punishment. 
Captain Don Wilkie, formerly of 
the secret service, said that, 
whereas in the preceding 10 years 
more than 100,000 persons had 
been murdered ta the United 
States, fewer than 1,080 murderers 
had paid with their lives, and on- 
ly 14,000 had gone to prison. He 
described capital punishment as 
"the last bulwark between the 
people and the army of cut- 
throats who are waging civil war 
on society." 

Regardless of any statistics, or 
of any statements such as that 
of Captain Wilkie, an increasing 
number of Americans believe with 
the Chicago judge that "the life- 



WH AT, NO DICTATOR? 



An interesting sidelight on Cur- 
rent political argument Is to be 
found ta the report of a commit- j***' 
tee of the American Bar Associa- 
tion on New Deal legislation, made 
public in Washington last night. 
The report held that the trend 
of legislation at present Is uncer- 
tain, but said that the "careless as- 
sertion" that a dictatorship had 
been substituted for political 
democracy was "distorted" and 
unsupported by the facts ta the 
case. To quote the report: 

The wide delegation of power to 
the President, beginning in March, 
19S3, is most frequently pointed 
to ss an Invasion of these eon* 
stltutlonal guarantees and as the 
substitution of some kind of dic- 
tatorship for popular democracy. 
This is s distorted view. Neither 
Congress nor the President con- 
sidered this delegation of power 
as the end or ss a limitation of 
our normal political proces s es. At 
no tune did anyone suggest that 
Congress had lost its power to 
withdraw these extra-ordinary 
powers. No one believed ta Nov- 
ember 1984 that the Congressional 
election was a sham battle in the 
sense that the Congress then be- 
ing elected could actually have no 
power to control national policies. 
No one asserts that the campaign 
of 1936 is futile because the people 
have been stripped of any part of 
their political power." 

The report signed by four of 
the seven members of the com- 
mittee, including Charles P. TbS 
the Second, of Cincinnati, now an * 
adviser to Governor Alfred M. 
Landon, of Kansas, the Repub- 
lican nominee for the presidency, 
gave generous praise to the Su- 
preme Court and questioned the 
"true character" of the New Deal, 
but absolved the administration 
of any trespass thus far on the 
constitutional rights of the people 
that could in any sense be regard- 
ed as a usurpation of dictatorial 
powers. 

This acquittal of the adminis- 
tration of the charge of having 
established a dictatorship will be 
like pouring water on some of than*** 
high explosives the Republicans 
have been counting on using in 
the forthcoming campaign. The 
American Bar Association is sup- 
posed to be a non-partisan organ- 
ization and the committee a fact- 
finding body. The report was hi 
no sense an endorsement of the 
acts of the administration. Rather 
it questioned the "true character" 
of the New Deal. But it very de- 
finitely denied that a dictatorship 
exists at the present time. 

In its statement that the trend 
of the New Deal seems to be "un- 
certain," the committee plumbed 
the uneasiness that many good 
American citizens feel ta respect 
to the policies of the Roosevelt 
administration. There is no tack 
of confidence ta the intentions of 
the President. Most people be- 
lieve that Mr. Roosevelt Is honest 
and Is trying to promote the wel- 
fare of the American people. 
There are many, however, who 
doubt that he has chosen wise 
advisers. They are afraid that 
these advisers may lead the Presi- 
dent astray. The committee used 
deft language when It said the 
trend of the New Deal legislation 
is uncertain .—Northern Virginia 
Daily.

A smaller number of American 
farms are under mortgage today 
than before the depression, and in 
Virginia the tttal farm mortgage 
debt is smaller, according to fig- 
ures released by the Farm Credit 
Administration. Although the 
Farm Credit Administration has 
loaned over $19,850,000 on farm 
mortgages in Virginia since May 
1933, approximately 92 per cent 
of the money was used to refin- 
ance old debts so that very little 
new indebtedness was incurred. 

The farm mortgage debt in the 
State winch increased from $24,- 
000,000 in 1010 to 808.870,000 in 
1830, dropped to $84,940,000 on 
January 1, 1935. Figures for the 
earlier years are from the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
while the 1935 figure Is an esti- 
mate of the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration. On January 1, 1930, 
some 2,300,000 farms in the United 
States, or 34 per cent of the total 
number, were under mortgage, 
compared to 38 per cent in 1928. 

Trend Nat Unusual 

Compared with previous periods, 
the recent farm mortgage debt 
trend is not unusual, the state- 
ment from the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration points out. During 
periods of high income, the farm 
mortgage debt in the United States 
Increases; and tends to contract 
in periods of depression. The in- 
crease In sales In timer of higher 
Income, and higher prices for 
farm land, tends to increase the 
mortgage debt. because new pur- 
chasers frequently give a mort- 
gage for part of the purchase 
price. The shrinkage in the mort- 
gage debt during the depression 
was due partly to foreclosures and 
partly to repayments, and some 
scaling down of debts by creditors. 
The amount of debts scaled down 
In connection with farm debt re- 
financing under the Farm Credit 
Administration was approximately 
$918,000 in Virginia. 

Lower interest payments have 
also helped to Improve the mort- 
gaged farmer's position. In the 
country as a whole, the percentage 
of gross farm income required to 
pay Interest on mortgage debt in- 
creased from 4.0 per cent In 1929 
to 9.0 per cent In 1932, but by 
1935 It dropped to 4.5 per cent, 
the lowest level in ten years. 

Virginia farmers have benefited 1 
additionally by the recent trend 
toward lower Interest rates. Those 
refinanced by the Farm Credit 
Administration had been paying 
interest rates averaging per cent 
a year. These farmers are now 
paying 4 to 5 per cent with a 
temporary reduction to 3% per 
cent for interest payable during 
the year ending June 30, 1937 on 
Federal land bank loans made 
through national farm loan as- 
sociations. Virginia farmers saved 
over 8279,000 a year on interest 
by refinancing debts with the 
Farm Credit Administration, and 
a substantial additional saving re- 
sults from the temporary interest 
reduction provided by Congress on 
Federal land bank loans.

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SNATCHING THE SUNBEAMS 







HAVE you erer tried to photo- 
graph sunbeams? They make 
beautiful pictures and are witness 
to your photographic skin. 

Summer and autumn months are 
especially good for sunbeam pie- 
tores. Often when the -weather is 
threatening rain or has juat cleared 
from a shower you will see these 
hands of light streaming down from 
the sky through openings in the 
clouds. Ton see them too in coun- 
try roads ■haded by tall trees that 
spread a caropy of leaves ©rer the 
roadway. The beams com© do? 
through the openings in the canopy 
and when the background of the 
seen* is dark in tone they will he 
conspicuously outlined. Again in the 
city streets where there are elevat- 
ed railroad structures, you of ten see 
■hafts of light coming down through 
the trestles. Sometimes, «a», they 
appear la ravines where a waterfall 
gives osTmist 

la each ease it means that the air 
is SUed with vapor or dust particles, 
"the gay motes that people the sun- 
beams," as a poet called them, 
doubtless without thinking that it 
la these motes that are chiefly re- 
sponsible for making the sunbeams 
visible. 

Of course, for a good picture, 
sunbeams need a frame or set- 
ting, clouds, trees, some of the land- 
scape, objects in the city streets. 
For this it is usually necessary to 
expose longer than you would If the 
sunbeams were not present. This 
means In most instances a time ex- 
posure of about one second and a 
small stop opening, although a snap- 
shot may do for bands of light 
Sharply outlined against dark 
clouds, or other dark background. 
Sometimes these light paths appear 
during a summer shower, and, If pic- 
tured thus, the longer exposure is 
advisable. 

However, to give specific instruc- 
tions for catching sunbeams on your 
film Is really futile, considering the 
varying » light conditions under

which they appear. The safest way 
is to make several shots of the scene 
at different exposures, remembering 
that the experience Is that In most 
instances the exposure needs to be 
longer than as if you were taking 
the same picture without the sou* 
beams. But when you have captured 
these elusive but beautiful phe- 
nomena of nature in the midst of 
a setting that Is also beautiful, you 
will have a picture that you will be 
as proud of as any you have ever 
taken.

With civil war between Rightists 
and Leftists raging In Spain. 
Ralph Bates, the author of "Lean 
Men," strikes a familiar note in 
his latest novel, "The Olive Field." 
Considered as an historical docu- 
ment, the novel traces political 
and social currents In Spain from 
the .period of Radical domination 
ensuing after the abdication of 
Alfonso XIII In 1931, through 
the ascendency of the Rightist 
parties after the election of Nov- 
ember 1933, and ends with the ill- 
starred Leftist uprising at the 
close of 1934. In a Political Note 
at the end of the book Mr. Bates 
remarks that the uprising "was 
defeated and the country was then 
governed by Right and Centre 
coalitions, in which the Right was 
in the ascendency, until the 
second phase of the Revolution 
opened in 1935-1936." 

"The Olive Field" has a patent 
value as an exposition of those 
social and economic forces which

and most savage stage in the few 
short weeks between the composi- 
tion of Mr. Bates' Political Note 
and the publication of the novel 
in which it is Included. But the 
author pointedly denies any inten- 
tion of producing a political tract: 
"I have .... tried to keep poli- 
tical matter out of this book save 
when it becomes a dramatic real- 
ity." 

In truth, the political struggles 
pop up in the narrative like 
macabre heads in a dream. They 
form the background of the plot 
and condition its course, but they 
still remain faraway and inde- 
finite, even when, paradoxically, 
they tear most savagely at the life 
pattern of the characters. 

The paramount beauty and 
abiding Interest of "The Olive 
Field" are to be sought in the 
manner of its telling. Mr. Bates 
is a genuine realist: he observes 
life as it really Is and captures it. 
still breathing, in his prose. And 
by genuine realist is not meant 
one who probes exclusively, ruth- 
lessly into the running sores of 
humanity (as the term is general- 
ly understood), but one who re- 
gards with acuteness and percep- 
tion of a high degree both sides 
of the tapestry and impartially 
spins his web to match. 

The story treats of the intense' 
friendship of two workers in the 
olive fields, anarchists both. The 
two friends, Caro and Mudarra. 
are driven apart by Mudarra's 
of Cain's sweetheart, 



Lucia, but they are eventually re- 
conciled by the revolutionary 
ardor which they share. The nar- 
rative overflows irrepressibly from 
this conventional triangular frame 
and laps over the whole social 
fabric of a Spanish village, and, 
from the marquis on the. hill- top 
to the drunken beggar in the alley, 
embraces a host of diverse per- 
sonalities. But as is so often true, 
the narrative loses rapidly in 
strength of characterisation as it 
grows diffuse. Only one char- 
acter, young Robledo, appears 
fully rounded and alive; and he is 
obscured just as often as the out- 
lines of his stormy, irresolute na- 
ture beg|n to take form. 

The essential distinction of 
"The Olive Field" lies in Mr. 
Bates' deft and full-bodied mount- 
ing of his plot. He presents a 
garish, violent-hued Spain, cas- 
uistical and futile Spaniards; 
metallic sunlight glares from his 
pages, and the wind creeps audi- 
bly through the olive trees. Every 
other aspect of treatment is over- 
shadowed by the author's sensu- 
ous awareness, the intent acute- 
ness of perception and sensation 
with which he revolves, strikes, 
fondles a situation. This incisive 
analysis of sensory process is 
shown at its best in the descrip- 
tion of young Robledo in an olive 
tree:

"There's the day Garrulous 
Gertie the Gossjp-stays until six 
o'clock; there's the day you over- 
stay at bridge and no dessert 
made; there's the day you were 
right to the middle of hanging 
curtains when dinner time rolled 
'round. And there are those days 
—admit them or not— you didn't 
have a thing to do but just "didn't 
get. around to" making anything 
for the salad course! 

Call It a "Been" 

Those are the days when a last 
minute performer is what headline 
writers always call a "boon." A 
"boon" saves your face, saves your 
grace, and feeds the hungry with- 
out the necessity for barefaced 
admission of laziness. Such a 
boon is the banana, for it is 
probably the fastest food to pre- 
pare on record. One, two, three 
strips and it's peeled; six or eight 
motions with a knife and it's 
sliced; a few more magic "passes" 
and it's turned into a quicker- 
than-the-eye dessert. You can 
even cook bananas in about five 
minutes and of course, they com- 
bine with other foods to make 
celestial dishes. 

Let these recipes for banana 
and other dishes eradicate "lost" 
minutes and help turn "last" min- 
utes Into triumphs'. 
Banana Gingerbread Cup Cakes 
(A Jiffy to Make) 
Make individual cup cakes this 
way: Add % cup water to the con- 
tents of a package of Washington 
gingerbread mix. Mix it thor- 
oughly, and pour batter into oiled 
muffin tins. Bake In a moderate 
oven (350° F.) about 20 minutes. 
Split Into half to form two layers, 
and spread bottom layer with ice 
cream or whipped cream and 
cover with sliced ripe bananas. 
Replace top half of cake and 
spread with Ice cream or whipped 
cream with slice banana on top 
or in a ring around each cake, 
served on individual plates.

2 cups cooked rice

Bread crumbs 

1 cup left-over meat 

Seasoning 
Mix rice, ground meat, onion, 
pepper and seasonings. Left-over 
vegetable soup may be used. 
Moisten with soup (or gravy) to 



make a thick mixture. Chill. Shape 
and roll to cracker crumbs, beaten 
egg, then cracker crumbs again. 
Fry to deep hot mazola and drain. 
Serve with tomato sauce or meat 
gravy. Six 2-inch rounds.

1 cup marshmallows

coarsely. Beat cream, add vanilla 
and salt and fold to dates, marsh- 
mallows and nuts. Line sherbet 
glasses with split lady-fingers, and 
fill center with date mixture. Top 
with additional whipped cream 
and garnish with nutmeats, or 
maraschino cherry.

We believe that these men have 
the victims of their own bad 
it, rather than men acting 
actual criminal intent. We, 
therefore, have not voted to indict 
them. 

"Stuart Patterson, option sales- 
man, has already been indicted by 
this jury. 

Tveaflsy Trial Seared 

"We have further considered 
the trial of the said Stuart Patter- 
son held last Tuesday night at 
Virginia Beach, in which Clarence 
Hayman, assistant police justice 
of the town, officiated. While it 
is apparent that the shift of jus- 
tices was deliberately planned in 
the minds of some of the Kennel 
Club management, there is no 
rldence to show that either 
Justice had foreknowledge of that 
fact. 

"It is not the intention of this 
jury to ignore the court's charges 
«n this subject, but. from the evi- 
dence available, we can not see 
that Hayman is more worthy of 
censure than the justice who dis- 
qualified himself for untenable 
reasons; or the defendant's attor- 
ney, who was wining to go to trial 
under such questionable condi- 
tions. 

"The whole procedure merely 
argues that the Kennel Club spon- 
sors, instead of being sincere in 



parks and other places of public 
entertainment. 

"Since we shall request that this 
report be given full publicity, we 
wish to point out that, as between 
the slot-machine operator and the 
public, the odds are 100 per cent 
to nothing in favor of the oper- 
ator. The operator puts up no- 
thing; all money won or lost 
comes from the public pocket. Of 
all the money placed in these ma- 
chines, from 60 to 80 per cent is 
taken by the machine. Thus, in 
effect, the public pays the oper- 
ators this staggering percentage for 
the privilege of gambling with it- 
self. These machines can be, and 
are fixed so that certain combina- 
tions offering high returns to the 
individual player can not possibly 
hit. The 'jack pot,' a combination 
which wins an indefinite sum de- 
termined by the number of times 
the machine has been played, is 
often robbed, by the operator, 
whenever it appears that some 
member of the public gets too 
lucky a break. 

Prises Said Camouflage 
"The penny-heart game, a sort 
of simplified roulette, and other 
kindred wheel devices, which 
operate at amusement parks, are 
not less objectionable than the 
slot machine. Operators of these 
devices usually surround them- 
selves with such prizes as cigarets, 
dolls, electric lamps and the like. 
In many cases these prizes are 
mere camouflage and the winning 
players are paid in actual cash.

or that there is any corruption in 
the sense of bribery. We do be- 
lieve that these officers have per- 
mitted themselves to be imposed 
upon by people who care little 
what happens to these officers, so 
long as their illegal profits are 
not Interrupted. 

"Slob-machine operators are 
particularly bold in this respect. 
So accustomed have they become 
to knowing exactly what law en- 
forcement agencies intend to do, 
that they are not yet convinced 
that the end of their racket is at 
hand. We predict that within 48 
hours after this jury adjourns, slot 
machines will be in full operation, 
unless our recommendations are 
followed. And it is with these con- 
ditions in mind that the following 
recommendations are submitted: 

"1. We recommend that this 
court order all officers to confis- 
cate any and all slot machines or 
other gambling devices that may 
be operated in this section. We 
further recommend that the pro- 
prietor of the place in which such 
device Is operated, as well as the 
owner of the device, be subject 
to Immediate arrest. 

"2. We recommend that this 
court warn all law enforcement 
officers that any evidence of con- 
tinued laxity will be punished by 
immediate removal from office. 

3. We recommend that this 
court, from time to time, cause to 
be made independent inspections 
of conditions in this section. Such 
inspections to be made by State 
officers in plain clothes and to be 
continued until such time as this 
court considers it no longer neces- 
sary. 

"4. We recommend that this 
grand jury be adjourned, subject 
to recall by this court, until after 
September 15. 

"This grand jury feels that It 
has been more than lenient in its 
attitude, but in closing this report 
the jury wishes to give fair warn- 
ing to all who may consider 
further, violation of the law, that 
this jury, if recalled, will use every 
means within its power to see that 
the laws of this Commonwealth 
are upheld.

its borders. 

Town Cooperation Assured 

Upon the conclusion of the 
judge's instructions, Mr. Smith as- 
sured him that full cooperation 
would be extended by the Town's 
police force, and he immediately 
issued orders to Chief of Police 
McClanan to voice similar instruc- 
tions to his officers. During the 
week, there was no need of of- 
ficial action, although it was re- 
ported that the numbers racket 
was still flourishing locally. That 
racket, officials agreed, would be 
the hardest to wipe out.

■Mail Sales Retarded in Many 
Sec tien o by Continued Dry 
Weather. 



Intense heat combined with dry 
weather to retard retail trade ad- 
vances in many sections of the 
country, but most cities maintain- 
ed substantial gains over last year, 
while wholesale markets were 
more active, according to reports 
to the* Department of Commerce 
from all' parts of the country. 
While abnormally hot weather 
was nation-wide, the South and 
Midwest were more seriously af- 
fected, Kansas City reporting re- 
cord temperature of 112. The con- 
dition tended to curtail Fall shop- 
ping, but in many cities, promo- 
tional boosted the volume. Furni- 
ture and housef urnishings con- 
tinued in strong demand. Lead- 
ing wholesale markets reported 
some tapering off of enthusiasm 
over Pall goods as a result of the 
heat, but the turnover was con- 
siderably ahead of last year. 
Retail trade in Eastern and Paci- 
fic Coast cities was not as serious- 
ly affected by the heat. 




Nothwithstanding severe drouth 
conditions in the Minneapolis 
area, merchants in Minnesota, the 
Dakotas, Northern Idaho and 
Montana were optimistic, a survey 
showed, and people were in a 
spending mood. The region had 
scattered rains and slightly cooler 
weather. Crop losses in the St. 
Louis and Kansas City areas were 
enlarged by the intense heat with 
water supplies lowest in years and 
many farmers hauling water .and 
buying feed. Beneficial ratnsffell 
in the Cincinnati area. The Dallas 
report said, intense heat had 
checked cotton picking, but that 
all unemployed would be absorbed. 
Corn and pastures continued to 
suffer in the Louisville section, but 
tobacco was in good shape and the 
wheat crop was estimated at two 
million bushels greater than last 
year. Good rains improved the 
situation in Alabama, according to 
the Birmingham report, but pro- 
spects in the Memphis region were 
not as good as ten days ago. It 
was said in Portland that the hop 
harvest would employ 30,000 pick- 
ers in the Willemette Valley. 
Weather was ideal for wheat and 
oat harvesting in the Seattle 
region with the State of Washing- 
ton ranking first in Spring wheat 
and apple production and second 
in pears. The second week of to- 
bacco sales in Georgia resulted in 
the distribution of $7,260,000 to 
growers at an average of 23 cents 
a pound, according to the Atlanta 
report, which also said Georgia 
farmers received $3,000,000 more 
from principal crops In the first 
half of the year than in the same 
period last year, although the corn 
crop is 13,000,000 bushels shorter. 
Jacksonville estimated the sea- 
son's shipment of citrus fruits at 
27 million boxes. 
Schedules Running Without Slack 

Industrial schedules showed no 
signs of slackening, with the Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, Chicago and 
Birmingham steel rates holding 
to the recent high levels. The St. 
Louis Car Co., received a million 
dollar street car order from Los 
Angeles. Chrysler announced a 
new $100,000 distribution plant 
for Kansas City. The Palace 
Travel Coach Co., announced 
plans for a new plant at Flint, 
Michigan. Dallas reported two 
new petroleum refineries with 3,- 
000 barrel dally capacity at 
Gainesville. The Aircraft Corpor- 
ation at Los Angeles planned an 
86% plant expansion. Work start- 
ed in San Francisco on a $3,000,- 
000 livestock building and ground 
was broken for the administration 
building for the 1938 World Fair. 
The Tennessee Coal, Iron & Rail- 
road Co., announced a $2,000,000 
renovating program at the by- 
product coke plant in Birming- 
ham. The actual supply of raw 
cotton caused considerable con- 
cern to New England mills In view 
of the small carryover of 1" to 
l%" length staple. In Buffalo, 
140 factories employed 48,956, 
compared with 38,738 in July of 
last year. 

The Detroit report said the coal 
movement on the Great Lakes In 
July was the largest In history, 
while Cleveland reported the lake 
cargo of coal and iron, ore largest 
since 1929. River tonnage in 
Memphis was the heaviest in his- 
tory. In Chicago, 112 air-condi- 
tioning plants were installed, an 
increase of 86% over last year. 
Jacksonville reported an acute 
shortage of rental property, while 
permits for 34 new hotels and 
apartments were issued in Miami 
in July. Real estate generally 
experienced a sharp upturn. Cash 
receipts from crops in June for 
the country as a whole were 60% 
larger than in June 1935; livestock 
receipts 17% greater.

Questions Answered 
About Resettlement 

(Editor's Note— This is question 
four of a series of questions and 
answers about the Resettlement 
Administration which are being 
published each week in the Vir- 
ginia Beach News.) 

Is the rehabilitation program 
which is carried on by the Reset- 
tlement Administration an expen- 
sive form of relief? 

Answer: 

The experience of the Resettle- 
ment Administration tends 
strongly to prove that loans to 
destitute and low income farm 
families are a much less expensive 
form of relief than direct grants. 
The average cost of grants per 
family over an eight month period 
is about $150. This is the amount 



it takes to furnish a family its 
bare subsistence needs. The aver- 
age loan is about $350. Of this 
seventy percent is expected to be 
repaid. Thus the net loss per 
family under the loan program is 
approximately $105 as compared 
with nearly fifty percent more 
direct relief. The family gets 
not only money for subsistence but 
also for the purchase of needed 
farm supplies and equipment, and 
a farm and home plan which will 
enable the family to use its re- 



sources in the most economical 
manner. These loans afford an 
opportunity for permanent re- 
habilitation and removal from the 
relief rolls. A large percent will 
be repaid. It is enabling thou- 
sands of families to maintain 
themselves as producers and self- 
supporting citizens contributing 
to the upkeep to their local gov- 
ernments instead of being a con- 
stant drain on them.

a consequent loss of trade from 
those who travel the inland 
waterways between north and 
south. 

Army Urges Project 

The need for such a channel 
also will be advocated by officials 
of the Department of Commerce, 
representing the oyster industry, 
and the War Department, inter- 
ested in such a project because of 
the .need of an inland submarine 
and mine base for Fort Story. 

The constant infiltration of 
sand and silt from the dumping 
ground established by the Federal 
government to the north and west 
of Lynnhaven Inlet into Lynn- 
haven Bay and the tributary 
waters will be advanced as an 
additional reason for approval of 
the desired dredging project when 
the matter is submitted to Wash- 
ington. During the past thirty 
years, it has been pointed out, 
some 150,000,000 cubic yards of 
channel dredging materials have 
been dumped in this area, yet re- 
cent soundings indicate that no 
more than 10,000.000 cubic yards 
remain on the dumping grounds. 

A considerable portion of this 
material, local interests maintain, 
has made its way into the old 
channel, so ending all former 
traffic into the nearby waters. 
Since the government is respon- 
sible for the condition, argue the 
proponents of the measure, it is 
up to the government to remove 
the obstruction, which can only 
be accomplished by the construc- 
tion of Jetties at the inlet and the 
dredging of the channel. 

Norman Hamilton, Democratic 
candidate for the House of Repre- 
sentatives from this district, has 
promised his support to the mea- 
sure and will assist local interests 
in planning their presentation to 
the Washington headquarters. No 
quarter will be given in the fight 
for the channel, it was stated this 
week, until a definite refusal has 
been uttered by the highest au- 
thorities.
